CHEMICAL WARFARE SERVICE 


NCLUDED in the Rearmament Pro- 

gram is an item for $1,850,000 for the 
Fiscal Year 1940 for gas defense appli- 
ances to be provided for by the Chemical 
Warfare Service. This sum will partially 
meet the shortages of gas masks and 
other important items ef protective 
equipment now existing in the Army. 

It is no longer a secret that the United 
States Army does not have sufficient gas 
masks «available for an emergency. 
While satisfactory masks have been de- 
signed, funds to equip the army for 
training and to insure an adequate sup- 


ply for emergencies have never been 
provided. 

The Chemical Warfare Service has 
made many improvements in the gas 


mask und has developed one of the most 
efficient masks in the world, though by 
no means the last word. So long as chem- 
ical science continues to produce new 
nmuaterials suitable for the purpose, and 
manufacturing industry deve'ops new 
machines which will make possible 
changes in the mask design, improve- 
ments will continue. 

Several of the component parts of the 
gas mask are made from both strategic 
and critical raw materials. The assem- 
bling and manufacturing of some 60 com- 
ponent parts of the gas mask constitutes 
a problem which requires time because of 
the noncommercial character of the com- 
ponents and = special machinery and 
manufacturing aids required. 

The present and future Educational 
Order Program will do much towards 
speeding up production in event of emer- 
gency, 


Gas masks are by no means the only 


kas protective equipment required in 
modern war. Gasproof clothing, decon- 


tamination agents and equipment, and 
gxusproof shelters are all required if we 
aire to withstand successfully chemical 
attack, This material all requires con- 
tinuous research and test if it is to be 
developed to the required standard and 
keep abreast of offensive developments. 
The problem of the manufacture and 
distribution of Chemical Warfare Service 
supplies in war is of tremendous im- 
portance to national defense. Every ef- 
om should be made to insure high qual- 
Vv 


and proper quantity of product; 
availability when needed; and uninter- 
rupted sources of supply. Reliance 


should not be placed in a single source of 
Supply or manufacture, be it a single 
plant or a group of plants at one arsenal 
located in one neighborhood. Invasion, 
air raids, or sabotage might cripple or 
eliminate the supply when most needed. 
All research, development, manufac- 
turing and supply activities of the Ser- 
vice are concentrated at Edgewood Ar- 
senal at the present time. In this connec 
tion many of the foremost research and

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New Officers Must be Single 

The War Department this week pro 
mulgated a change in Army Regulations 
which will require that officers hereafter 
commissioned in the Regular Army must 
be, at the time of their appointment, 
“single and never previously married.” 

The new requirement, however, will not 
apply to Air Corps Reserve Officers who 
on March 24, 1939, are married and on 
extended active duty with the Air Corps, 
nor will it apply to original appointments 
us captains, Judge Advocate General's 
Department. Inasmuch as the change was 
made on AR 605-5 which governs the ap 
pointment in the Regular Army, except 
in the Medical Department and except 
chaplains it is assumed that it will not 
apply to the latter two services. 

In addftion the War Department has 
told Congress it intends to ban marriages 
completely for the first three years of an 
officer’s career if the measure authorizing 
revokable commissions is enacted, 





Opposes ‘Piece-Meal’ Pay 

Declaring that “The Navy Department 
does not favor piece-meal legislation of 
this nature,” Admiral William D. Leahy, 
Acting Secretary of the Navy, has recom 
mended against the enactment of a bill 
introduced by Representative Patrick J. 
Boland, of Pa., which provides increases 
in pay rates for commissioned warrant 
officers and warrant officers of the Navy. 

The bill would allow commissioned 
warrant officers to draw the pay of the 
first pay period during the first five years 
of service and the pay of the second 
period during the next five years. Subse- 
quently, until seventeen years of service 
they would draw the pay of the third 
period, and from then on the pay of the 
fourth period. Warrant officers would re- 
ceive the pay of the first pay period dur- 
ing the first five years and pay of the 
second period for the next five years. 

Admiral Leahy in his letter to Chair- 
man Carl Vinson of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee said, in part, “While 
the Navy Department, in view of what it 
considers an urgent need, is favorably 
disposed to any measure which has for 
its purpose a fair and just increase in 
existing rates of pay and allowances for 
all personnel of the Navy, enactment of 
the bill HR 3304 is not recommended be- 
cause the Navy Department does not 
favor piece-meal legislation of this na- 
ture.” 





Pay for Two Mounts 


Representative Lane D. Powers, of 
N. J., this week introduced a bill which 
provides that in addition to the one 
mount now prescribed by law, officers of 
the Regular Army who are designated as 
mounted oflicers would be authorized to 
maintain and transport, at public ex 
pense, an additional mount,

Semana on - Chief 
Of Chaplains Urged 


In hearings before the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee on the bill granting to 
the Chief of Chaplains of the Army the 
rank of major general, Brig. Gen, Lorenzo 
I). Gasser, Assistant Chief of Staff of the 
War Department, told the committee that 
“The War Department is fully apprecia- 
tive of the importance and value of the 
religious work of the chaplains of the 
Army, but is unable to support the pro- 
posed legislation on the basis of any 
military need that the Chief of Chaplains 
should be a major general.” 

General Gasser continued, saying, 
“Neither does it appear that the responsi- 
bilities and duties of the office are co- 
equal with other branches of the service 
upon the chiefs of which are conferred 
that rank during tenure of office.” 

General Gasser’s testimony followed 
statements in support of the measure by 
several well known clerics and other in- 
terested persons. The Rey. Arlington A. 
McCallum, a chaplain in the District of 
Columbia National Guard, representing 
the Chaplains’ Association of the Army, 
declared that “in the Military Establish- 
ment, rank is essential. Our contention 
is that the rank conveyed upon the Chief 
of Chaplains should be on a par with 
that given to other professional branches, 
If it be granted, it will put the chaplains 
on their mettle to do a better job for the 
men whom they serve, and will indicate 
to all religious groups that in the Army 
religion occupies a worthy place.” 

The Rey. Dr. MeCallum pointed out 
that the Chief of Chaplains is at present 
in charge of all of the Regular Army 
chaplains, together with approximately 
1,200 reserve chaplains, 180 of whom are 
on active duty with the CCC, and 240 
National Guard chaplains, 

Commenting on the attitude of the War 
Department toward the bill, he said: 

The contention of the General Staff is that 
promotion in rank Is dependent upon com- 
mand, They state that the consensus of 
opinion of officers of experience is that rank 
should not be given to those who, through- 
out their service, are precluded from exercis- 
further and state 


ing command. They go 
that it is undesirable to put any barrier of 
rank between the chaplain and the soldier, 


that relationship is of such a confi- 
dential character. The truth is, we are not 
asking that all the chaplains in the Army 
become major generals, lest the stars on their 
shoulders might make a barrier to their work 
with the soldiers, 

We are asking it only for the Chief of 
Chaplains, who has an executive position in 
the War Department and very infrequently 
deals directly with soldiers, Again, every 
chaplain in the Army, including the Chief of 
Chaplains, has rank. It is necessary in the 
Military Establishment. We are only asking 
that the rank of the Chief of this Department

This argument of the General Staff about 


rank for chaplains is a queer one, Some few 
years ago a nolsy group of Christian ministers 
violent pacifists. They openly con- 
tended that a man who wore a uniform could 
not be a Christian. They went further and 
demanded that chaplains must cease holding 
rank, that they must cut themselves entirely 
free from the War Department. By means 
of such propaganda, the War Department got 
a lot of unwelcome publicity. They were be-

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The Press Argues: To Build or Not to Build Ships for Latin America 


Decidedly, the nation’s newspapers are not agreed on the soundness of the pro- 
posal of Senator Key Pittman, chairman of the Senate Foreign Affairs Committee, 
that the United States offer the facilities of its Navy yard to construct warships for 
Latin American countries, in order to wean ship construction contracts from the 
European cguntries to which they are now going. 

Those favoring say the move will aid national defense, promote industry, promote 
friendship. Those opposing, say the move will not aid national defense, that differ- 
entials will not permit industry to be aided, that trouble will be created in South 
America. 


The Augusta, Me., Kennebec Journal disapproves, saying, “Latin American polli- 
tics and governments are so volatile they cannot be trusted too far, even if their 
integrity is unquestioned ... In a way, they are marks for foreign propaganda and 
conquest, able to become involved in some European mess any day. Strengthening 
the fighting power of these neighbors, therefore, may be piling up plenty trouble for 
us. Thoroughly armed and backed by this country, they will be cocky and arrogant 
in their international relations, meeting trouble more than half way when it does 
not come to their door under its own power. 

“We are strong enough to defend this hemisphere unaided with all the handicaps 
uny enemy is sure to encounter in attacking it and should be prepared to do this 
alone.” 

The Shreveport, La., Times praises, “There is no mystery concerning the reason 
for this move. When a foreign country sells armament in Latin America, that country 
sends military experts to assist in using the armament. Later, supplies and replace- 
ments are sent from the sume source. The result is a definite military link. Our gov- 
ernment now wants to break down such connections between Latin America and 
Europe. 

“It is a sensible objective, one which must eventually be reached if the New 
World solidarity, about which so much has been said in recent months, is to have 
real meaning.” 


The Spokane, Wash., Spokesman-Review states, “The proposal advanced by 
Chairman Vittman may possibly prove as injudicious as it certainly will be un- 
profitable, 

“That might be justified if we had dependable assurance that the ships so built 
would never be used against us, But in view of the attitude of some Latin American 
countries at Lima, we have no guarantee that we could count on their cooperation, or 
even their neutrality, in case we should become involved in war with the totalitarian 


states,” 


The Memphis, Tenn., Commercial Appeal says, “This is part of the Adminis- 
tration’s efforts to tighten hemisphere defenses, and in a larger sense to make North 
America, Central America and South America ‘one big, happy family.’ 

“Brazil, Argentina and some other South American governments have had war- 
craft built in Italy, Germany and England. Any South American shipbuilding lost 
by the totalitarian nations would be a blow to their efforts to expand trade with Latin 
America. To long has the United States overlooked our neighbors to the south.” 


The Sioux City, lowa, Tribune scathingly condemns the plan. “Maybe we are 
old fashioned, maybe we are hypercritical, maybe we’re plain downright suspicious, 
but this newspaper does not believe that it is necessary to implement our so-called 
‘good neighbor’ policy with guns and battleships and fighting planes. Frankly, it im- 
presses us as only a new wrinkle in the great international racketeering in arma- 
ments. 

“No nation today is challenging the Monroe Doctrine, nor is there any prospect 
that any nation contemplates challenging it. If we must spend for defense, let’s 
spend to make ourselves strong to defend the principles by which we have lived for 
150 years. There is no point in dissipating our strength or our wealth to arm others, 
who might conceivably gang up on us at some future date!” 

“Latin America is one of this Nation's lines of defense,” says the Long Beach, 
Calif., Press Telegram, pointing out that recent European developments have proved 
wisdom of the move. 


“Conversely, the Great Falls, Mont., Tribune says, “We have serious doubts as 
to such a policy. We have no assurance that such armaments would not bring about 
internal conflicts in the Americas as some of the ambitious regimes in this part of 
the world grew in strength. The Pittman proposal has an ominous sound.” 


The Grand Rapids, Mich., Herald states, “It is difficult to imagine a more absurd 
proposal, How can we be assured that these secrets of ours will not one day be turned 
against us even by these ‘neighbors’ and how can we be assured that these secret 
devices of ours will not immediately be peddled to Germany, Italy, Japan or to any 
other foreign nation that might be interested?” 

The Louisville, Ky., Courier-Journal says, “The resolutions ... are as much 
national defense measures as the appropriations for our own Army, Navy and Air 
Forces. It is good sense and good business to build fighting ships for our neighbors, 
some five or six of which have applied for contracts.”

Both from a political and a military 
standpoint the long, bloody Spanish Civil 
War which ended last week with the 
capitulation of the Loyalists will prob- 
ably be fought and refought for many a 
decade. 

Truths to be learned from it will con- 
stuntly be modified as new information 
comes to light, but at present observers 
have drawn several conclusions as to the 
value of various arms and tactics on the 
basis of facts currently available, 

Yet, according to many who have 
studied the war, the greatest lesson to be 
learned is merely the reiteration of a 
rather generally accepted fact—the in- 
fantry is still the winner of battles; it 
is the predominent arm of battle, and it is 
the only force that can take and occupy 
enemy positions. 

One general officer, discussing the Civil 
War, observed that it merely demon- 
strated the lesson taught by our own 
Civil War and the World War. The side 
that lost in all three lost for the same 
reason, It had no food, 

The well-fed, well-clothed and well- 
equipped infantryman will win every 
time, it was asserted. Superiority of 
leadership and of other materiel will help 
the side without that infantry it was 
pointed out, to prolong its fight but the 
final end in each case hus been inevitable. 

Among the specific lessons taught by 
the late war are: 

Infantry value. Loyalist aviation 
stopped and disorganized the Italian ad- 
vance at Guadalajara, March 8-20, 1937, 
but if there had been no subsequent at- 
tack by ground forces the Italians would 
not have been routed, 

Power of the defensive. Very strong 
superiority in artillery, aircraft, tanks 
und troops is required to take positions 
held by forces on the defensive. Develop- 
ments since the World War, notably the 
anti-tank gun and concrete machine gun 
emplacements have given troops on the 
defense, tremendous power, even if, like 
the Loyalists, field artillery is lacking. 

Necessity of coordination. A striking 
illustration of the absolute necessity of 
coordination of all combatant arms was 
afforded at Brunete, west of Madrid, in 
July 1987. The Loyalists made quick and 
eusy advances at first, then were halted 








Another example occurred that October 
at Funtes de Pbro when, because the 
Loyalist artillery was an hour late in be- 
ginning its preparatory fire and the in- 
fantry failed to follow the tanks closely, 
half of the 45 tanks used by the govern- 
ment forces were put out of action and 
the attack was a complete failure. 

Principles of warfare, Success of Rebel 
attacks was due to the application of all 
the principles of warfare—cooperation of 
arms, mass, an objective, and surprise. 
Another tactical maneuver used by Gen- 
eral Franco with constant success was 
the double envelopment—the sounding of 
weak spots, the hitting of them with col- 
umns and the subsequent converging of 
the columns to destroy the stronger parts 
of the defense between them, 

Weakness of light tanks. The war 
proved, it was said, that light tanks 
were unsuccessful. The armor provided 
was insuflicient to prevent their being 
shot up. Definitely heavier armor is 
needed to make the weapon of use. 

Medium artillery. The war proved 
the value of the intermediate artillery 

the 105 millimeter and 155 millimeter 
guns—not only because of their high- 
angle fire, but because of their greater 
fire power, the greater explosive effect 
of their shells. More of that type of gun 
is needed, 

Attack planes. America’s belief in the 
attack plane has been justified in the war, 
otticers believe. They point to the fact 
that both sides converted pursuit planes 
for use as attackers. 

On some points there is much room for 
discussion. Anti-aircraft guns, for in- 
stance, were not extensively used. The 
Rebels didn’t need them particularly ; the 
Loyalists didn’t have many. When they 
did have them, and used them to defend 
some specific target (not a city) they 
were successful in keeping planes at very 
high altitudes. 

The organization of troops is another 
moot point. Italians found their organi- 
zation very effective, but only a real test, 
despite theorizing, would show, if their 
troop alignments would be effective 
against an enemy as well armed as they. 

The Italian corps, commanded by Gen- 
eral Gambara, consisted of 42,000 men, of 





and three mixed divisions. Each division 
had two regiments of infantry, each of 
four battalions. Mortars, anti-aircraft 
guns and howitzers operated inde- 
pendently of the regiments, while the 
heavier artillery was in the corps com- 
mand. The strategy of the Italians was 
to strike independent hammer blows 
with their divisions. 

By way of contrast, the Loyalist had 
three divisions to a corps. Each division 





had 12,000 men, und consisted of three 
infantry brigades, a machine gun _ bat- 
talion and a 75-mm battalion.

Most 
foreign countries have set up elaborate 
machines for defense against air raid, 
including chemical attack from the air. 
Gas masks and other items for individual 
and collective protection of civilians have 
heen provided by the governments or have 
been made available through commercial 
sale. A satisfactory low-cost civilian 
mask has been designed by the Chemical 
Wurfare Service.

Conduct Pay for Pardoned Sailor 
A claim of William Bennett, former 
Navy sailor who was fully and uncondi 
tionally pardoned by the President after 
serving time for desertion, to additional! 
pay for good conduct marks was upheld 
this week by the U. S. Court of Claims. 

The sailor's marks for sobriety and 
obedience during his service were better 
than 95 per cent, although no marks were 
placed on the record during the time he 
was serving his sentence. Had zero been 
given for that period for obedience and 
the maximum for sobriety, average would 
have been 94.56 per cent. 

The Navy imposed such a zero mark 
when Mr, Bennett transferred to the re 
serve in 1922 and for the period 1931 to 
1936 he did not receive the ten per ceut 
increase in pay for men whose average 
marks in conduct for 20 years or more 
were not less than 95 per cent of the 
maximum. The Court of Claims held, 
however, that the Navy had no right to 
impose the zero mark since a full pardon 
meant just that.

The bill, as reported by the com 
mittee, authorizes expenditure of $5,675, 
000 instead of $7,300,000 as provided by

Representative Lea said that the figure 
was reduced by the committee because 
the bill probably will not be passed until 
rather late in the current session, and 
this factor will reduce the number of 
pilots that can be trained in the first year 
from 20,000, as outlined by the President 
in his defense message, to 15,000. The 
bill, as reported also provides that the 
program will expire in 1944, and that all 
contracts entered into will terminate on 
June 30 of that year. 


How to Write Your Wife’s Name 


Under the title, “Names ‘Lawful 
Wife’ —- Dependent — Allowance Vouch- 
ers,” the Acting Comptroller General this 
week issued the following ruling: 

There is for consideration the proper 
designation of a wife on vouchers by officers 
of the six services covered by the Joint Pay 
Act of June 10, 1922, 42 Stat. 625, in connec 
tion with payments of allowances as an offi 
cer with dependents (wife), In the andit of 
payments made a commissioned officer of in 
creased allowances on account of a lawful 
wife it was observed that the name of the 
lawful wife as given by the officer on vouchers 
covering pay and allowances from November 
1, 1933 to August 26, 1935, was that of Mary 
oO. B, - and that subsequent to October 
26, 1935, the officer named as his lawful wife 
Mary Hl. - , Mary M. , Mra, J. M, 
and Mrs, M. ; 

Inquiry as to the difference in the name 
given as the officer's lawful wife brought 
forth the information that the officer had been 
divorced from his first wife in the latter part 
of the year 1933; that he had in the same 
year married a woman whose christian name 
was Gladys, thus the officer had made an ap 
parent false certificate on his voucher as to 
the name of his wife. The officer's action or 
purpose in designating his former wife as his 
lawful wife subsequent to the date of divorce 
is not understood since from what appears 
in the record the officer's divorce was legal 
and absolute and his second marriage was 
valid. Ilowever, whether the improper desig 
nation was through inadvertence or for some 
personal reason the misnaming of his wife 
has caused needless correspondence and con 
fusion, 

A married woman's name consists in law 
of her own christian or given name and her 
husband's surname, See Brown v. Reinke, 35 
A.L.R. 415, and cases therein cited, In some 
sections of the country social custom justifies 
the use of a married woman's maiden sur 
name as her middle name but she may re 
tain her christian middle name. The thing 
that is Important and which this office must 
require is that all vouchers an officer shall 
designate his lawful wife by her own christian 
name in full and not by initial and his sur 
name, and whether the wife's middle christian 
name is used or her maiden surname is used 
as her middle name or initial that there shall 
be uniformity in its use. See in this connes 
tion A-S4536, March 10, 1930, which is for 
more general application 


Electric Power for Defense 

leaders of the nation’s electric indus- 
try focused their attention on the mobili- 
zation of an adequate power supply for 
war-time requirements at a meeting in 
Chicago, April 6. M. W. Smith, of the 
Westinghouse Company, suggested that 
private utilities coordinate their efforts 
in tying in the power capacity between 
important load centers in an economically 
practicable manner, “using present meth 
ods, facilities and equipment more effec 
tively and thus preclude the necessity of 
special Government -sponsored — trunk 
lines,” 

He warned that, if the industry “pro 
crastinates too long” in providing an eco 
nomically sound solution of such future 
problems of power supply, “the best solu 
tion may not be available when the need 
for a final decision arises, with the conse 
quence that some totally unjustified and 
unnecessary solution may be initiated and 
forced through by those having political 
authority but limited experience in the 
transmission and distribution of power 
and still interest in the economic 
phases of the problem.”

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Gas Dangers Cited by CWS 
Officer 

The real dangers of gas attacks on 
civilian centers were outlined by Lt. Col, 
Haig Shekerjian, CWS, USA, executive 
otlicer to the Chief of the Chemical War- 
fare Service, to the Royal Canadian In- 
stitute, Toronto, in a speech which was 
earlier broadcast in part over a network 
of Canadian radio stations, 

“From recent events in Asia, Africa 
and Europe,” said Colonel Shekerjian, 
“it seems certain that aerial attacks will 
figure prominently in the next big war, 
and that these attacks will be delivered 
far behind the lines of battle.” 

Use of gas in these attacks, however, 
the CWS oflicer said, was not the Amer- 
ican or British way of fighting. As for 
other nations, who might be disposed to 
employ it, it might be expected that gas 
would be used if it was thought profitable. 
But, Colonel Shekerjian reminded, “all 
military experience with war gases 
teaches us that these agents are paralyz- 
ingly effective against the unprepared, 
but that on the other hand, no weapon 
of warfare can be so completely countered 
by well-conceived protective measures,” 

Outlining necessary precautions to be 
taken by cities who expect gas attacks, 
the oflicer said: 

“Alarmists state that in future wars 
huge bombing planes carrying chemical 
agents will so drench cities and towns 
with gus that the entire population of 
those cities would be largely blotted out. 
To the military man who hus given con- 
siderable study to the subject such state- 
ment is absurd, No town or large group 
of people can possibly be ‘blotted out’ by 
any conceivable attack with gas. An at-

tack with high explosive would cause 
much more destruction. If gas were used, 
there would be much confusion, disrup- 
tion of ordinary business, a certain num- 
ber of casualties, and a definite effect on 
the morale, but certainly there would not 
be general destruction of life and prop- 
erty.” 

Military chemists, Calonel Shekerjian 
said, far from being plotters of death 
und destruction, “are really ‘drawing the 
fangs’ of chemical warfare, delimiting its 
deadliness, and bringing within control- 
lable bounds what might otherwise be a 
very serious threat to modern society and 
the sovereignty of nations.” 

The Greeks, the Chinese, medieval na- 
tions used chemicals in war, the officer 
said, but for a century before the World 
War little attention was paid to such em- 
ployment of chemicals, That was why the 
attack at Ypres was such a surprise. 

“In the military service,” he pointed 
out, “great stress is laid on the element 
of surprise. We are taught that if some- 
thing unexpected can be sprung on the 
opponent, half the battle may be won. 
In that operation... was witnessed one 
of the classical surprises of military his- 
tory, the advent of a really unique 
method of warfare... 

“One had to turn back to the introduc- 
tion of gunpowder six centuries earlier 
for an equally revolutionary develop- 
ment in the implementation of warfare. 
Yet I venture to predict that the same 
degree of surprise will never again be 
achieved so far as concerns gas warfare, 
for the Ypres operation awakened mili- 
tary staffs throughout the world to the 
potentialities of modern chemical science 
and the possibilities for the application 
of chemistry to armed combat. ‘Fore- 
warned is forearmed,’ ” 


AMP Warrant Officers 


The War Department this week asked 
Congress to place warrant officers of the 
Army Mine Planter Service on a parity 
with warrant oflicers of other branches of 
the Army. The Secretary of War, in a 
letter to the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, enclosed a bill which, if 
enacted, will grant warrant officers of the 
Army Mine Planter Service seniority with 
other warrant officers and which also 
prescribes the relative rank of warrant 
oflivers aboard vessels of the Army Mine 
Planter Service. 

In asking Congress to correct the pres- 
ent situation, which finds wararnt offi- 
cers of the AMPS with 20 years’ of war- 
rant service ranking behind warrant offi- 
cers of other branches who have had com- 
paratively little service, the Secretary of 
War stated that existing law results in 
discrimination against the warrant offi- 
cers of the Army Mine Planter Service, 
more especially in respect to entitlement 
to quarters at Army posts and stations. 

The letter of the Secretary of War, 
and the proposed bill are as follows: 

There is enclosed herewith the draft of a 
bill to amend Section 4a of the act entitled 
“An act for making further and more effectual 
provision for the National Defense, and for 
other purposes” approved June 3, 1916, as 
amended, 

The pertinent language of Section 4a reads 
as follows: 

“Warrant officers, other than those of the 
Army Mine Planter Service . .. shall take 
rank next below second lieutenants and 
among themselves according to the dates of 
their respective warrants.” 

The proposed legislation is intended to 
amend Section 4a of the National Defense 
Act, as amended, so as to rank all warrant 
officers including those of the Army Mine 
Planter Service next below second lieutenants 
and among themselves according to the dates 
of their respective appointments. Under 
existing law warrant officers other than those 
of the Army Mine Planter Service rank above 
warrant officers of the Army Mine Planter 
Service, without regard to date of appoint- 
ment and without consideration of the fact 
that masters and chief engineers of the Army 
Mine Planter Service receive a higher rate 
of pay than other warrant officers. For 
example, a warrant officer, Army Mine 
Planter Service, of twenty years’ warrant 
service is outranked by “other” warrant offi- 
cers of only one days’ service as a warrant 
officer. 

Existing law 





results in discrimination 





against the warrant officers of the Army 
Mine Planter Service, more especially in re- 
spect to entitlement to quarters at Army 
posts and stations. The effect of existing law 
is manifestly unfair since the responsibilities 
and duties of the warrant officers of the Mine 
Planter Service are fully as important as 
those of other warrant officers and they 
should be accorded rank and privileges on 
the basis of seniority in length of service 
along with all other warrant officers. 

The last proviso of the proposed legislation 
is intended to clarify the legislation in re- 
spect to the order of command precedence 
of the various warrant officers in the Army 
Mine Planter Service and gives recognition 
while in the performance of their duties to 
the various grades established by law among 
such warrant officers. 

The proposed legislation if enacted into 
law will involve no additional costs to the 
government, 

The Bureau of the Budget has advised that 
there would be no objection to the submission 
to the Congress of this proposed legislation. 

The Bill 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States in 
Congress assembled, That Section 4a of the 
Act entitled ‘An Act for making further and 
more effectual provision for the national de- 
fense, and for other purposes,’ approved June 
3, 1916, as amended (41 Stat. 761) be, and the 
sume is hereby, amended by striking out the 
last clause thereof, reading as follows: ‘and 
shall take rank next below second lieutenants 
and among themselves according to the dates 
of their respective warrants’ and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following: ‘and all war- 
rant officers, including those of the Army 
Mine Planter Service, shall take rank next 
below second lieutenants and among them- 
selves according to the dates of their respec- 
tive warrants: Provided, That for command 
purposes aboard their vessels, warrant officers 
of the Army Mine Planter Service shall take 
rank among themselves, in the order, master 
chief engineer, first mate, assistant engineer, 
second mate, each according to the date of 
appointment to such rating.’ ” 





Retirement Pay 

Representative Kilday, of Tex., has in- 
troduced a bill which provides that com- 
missioned officers of the Regular Army 
placed upon the unlimited retired list 
pursuant to the provisions of the War 
Department Appropriation Bill of 1923, 
which provided for the elimination of 
commissioned officers of the Regular 
Army in excess of the number provided 
for in the bill, shall have their retired 
pay computed as follows: Those with 
more than 10 years’ and less than twenty 
years’ commissioned service, 24% per cen- 
tum of their active pay multiplied by 
the number of complete years of such 
commissioned service. Officers with more 





than 20 years’ commissioned service 
would receive 3 per centum of their ac- 
tive pay multiplied by the number of 
years of commissioned service. In no 
case, however, would an officer receive in 
excess of 75 per centum of their active 
pay. 





Army Band Bill 

Representative Anderson, of Mo., has 
introduced a bill which would amend the 
National Defense Act to provide that 
each authorized line band shall be a 
separate organization of the regiment or 
Station to which assigned and shall be 
under command of band leaders directly 
responsible to the commanding officer of 
such regiment or station. 

The bill would include the Regular 
Army, National Guard and Organized 
Reserve bands in its scope, and eliminates 
the United States Army Band and the 
United States Military Academy Band 
from its provisions. Under the bill, Army 
bands woukl be constituted as follows: 
one assistant leader, warrant officer; one 
second assistant leader, master sergeant; 
four musicians, first class, second grade, 


(technical sergeant); eight musicians, 
second class, third grade (staff ser- 


veant) ; six musicians, third class, fourth 
grade, (sergeant); six musicians, fourth 
class, fifth grade, (corporal); twelve 
musicians, sixth grade, specialist, fourth 
class; twelve musicians, sixth grade, 
specialist, sixth class.

Flying Cross Awarded 3 Sailors 

Three petty officers of the Navy have 
been awarded the distinguished flying 
cross by Secretary Swanson, if was an- 
nounced by the Navy Department this 
week, 

The awards went to Vernon O. Hatfield, 
aviation chief machinist’s mate, of Seattle, 
Wash., who is on duty at Naval Torpedo Sta- 
tion, Newport; Donald B. MeKay, aviation 
chief machinist'’s mate, of St. Charles, Mich., 
attached to Patrol Squadron 11, and Otto K. 
Phelps, radioman second class, of San Diego, 
Calif., attached to Scouting Squadron 5, USS 
Yorktown, 

Petty Officer Hatfield was a member of the 
crew of Navy Seaplane 11-P-4 when she col- 
lided with 11-P-3, Feb. 2, 1988, while partici- 
pating in tactical exercises with the fleet. 
Plane 11-P-4 crashed into the ocean, and was 
soon sinking: Hatfleld, though stunned and 
suffering from a broken right knee, went to 
the ald of the other members of the crew, 
saving one from drowning and making an un- 
successful attempt to rescue another. 

Petty Officer McKay was a member of the 
crew of the same plane when she crashed. 
Although handicapped by a broken hand and 
leg and many lacerations, MeKay recovered 
the life raft pack from under water inside 
the hull of the plane, thus being responsible 
for the saving of several lives. 

Radioman Phelps was a passenger in Air 
plane No. OM47 during dive bombing practice 
on Upper Thore Island, N. J., on Sept. 22, 
1938, when the pllot was accidentally thrown 
from the plane, leaving him in the rear seat 
with the plane in a rear vertical dive. Phelps 
pulled the plane out of the dive and brought 
it under control, and though not a qualified 
heaver-than-alr pilot, he successfully landed 
the plane without ald of wheels, stabilizer and 
propellor pitch controls, on the field at Cape 
May with only minor damage.

Navy Yard to Build Terror 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced this week that construction of 
Minelayer CM5 has been allocated to the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard. Minelayer 
CM5, which will be named Terror, will be 
of approximately 6.000 tons standard 
displacement and the caliber of her 
largest gun will be tive inches. 

She will be the first vessel of the 
United States Navy designed and built as 
a minelayer. 

The Terror was authorized by the 
Naval Expansion Act of May 17, 1938, 
and funds for commencing her construc- 
tion were provided in the second Defi- 
ciency Act of 1938. 





Opposes Chance for Selection 
The Navy Department this week rec- 
ommended against the enactment of a 
bill, HR 3S50, introduced by Representa- 
tive Walter Chandler, of Tenn., which 
would afford an opportunity of selection 
to six commanders now on the retired 
list of the Navy, who, it is contended, 
were never considerell by a Navy selee- 
tion board for promotion to Captain. 

The six officers in question are Com- 
manders Joseph M. Deem, Vercy W. 
Northeroft, David If, Stuart, John M. 
Ashley, Lucius C. Dunn and Robert I. 
Guiler, USN-Ret. The Navy Department, 
in recommending against the bill which 
provides that a selection board be con- 
vened to study the cases of the above 
officers, stated that even though the offi- 
cers Were not “passed over” for selection 
to cuptain, the board had “fully consid 
ered” their merits. 

The Secretary of 
Representative Carl 
of the Tlouse Naval 
was as follows: 

It is the purpose of the bill ILR, 3850 to 
authorize the Secretary of the Navy to con- 
vene a special line selection board within 30 
days of the bill's enactment to consist of nine 
rear admirals and of such members of the 
selection board convened by the Secretary's 
precept dated November 9, 1937, as can be 
brought together without detriment to the 
service, 

This selection board is to be convened for 
the purpose of considering six specified offi- 
cers of the Naval Academy class of 1909, now 
on the retired list, for selection to the grade 
of captain in the Navy. The board is to com- 
pare the officers specified with those com- 
manders selected for promotion to the grade 
of captain during the calendar year 1937. 

‘Such of the officers as the board may ree- 
ommend for promotion shall be placed on the 
active list as additional numbers in grade 
in the relative lineal positions on the Navy 
list occupled by them prior to June 30, 1937, 
and promoted to the grade of captain. 

The retired officers for whose relief this 
proposed legislation is designed were grad- 
uated from the Naval Academy in 1900, At 
the time their contemporaries of that Naval 
Academy class were selected for promotion 
to the grade of commander, they failed of 
such selection but were later selected with 
the members of the class of 1910, Conse- 
quently they lost position on the lineal list of 
the line of the Navy to such an extent that. 
in their new position, they were not reached 
in selection for promotion to the grade of cap 
tain prior to June 30, 1937, when they be- 
came ineligible for such selection upon the 
completion of 28 years of commissioned ser- 
vice, and were transferred to the retired list 
in accordance with law. 

With respect to officers in their status, the

Act of March 3, 1931, (46 Stat. 1482) pro- 
vided that: 

* © * ‘the selection board may in any fiseal 
year designate for retention on the active 


list until the end of the next fiscal year any 
officer who has lost numbers or precedence and 
has been promoted after suffering sueh a 
loxs, * * *° 

The line selected board convened in Novem- 
her, 1936, was informed of the status of this 
group of officers and was instructed that it 
could designate any one er all of them for 
retention until June 30, 1958, 

Thus, when the selection board had com 
pleted its task of selecting the preseribed num 
ber of commanders for promotion to eaptain, 
it was faced with the duty of determining 
Which commanders of those who otherwise 
would retire should be designated for reten 
tion on the active list until the end of the fol 
lowing fiseal year, 

Under that provision of law quoted above 
the board was empowered to designate for 
retention any or all of the officers named in 


the DID TL BR. S850, beeause they had lost 
numbers and had been promoted after suf- 
fering such a loss. Under another provision 


of law the board was required to designate 
for retention on the active list four com 
manders who would otherwise be foreed to 
retire on June 380, 1987. 

The board might have designated for re

This consideration included the officers 
named in the bill HR 3850 as well as those 
senior to them who were either selected or 
passed over, 

As ao result of

authorization for the retirement of colonels of the Army with the rank of brigadier general.

4. Resumption of reenlistment allowances; reform of retirement, pension and disability 
laws for enlisted men; and an increase in grades and ratings, with compensation for technical 
knowledge and skill required by modernization. 5 

5. A National Guard to be increased in personnel and materiel in proportion to expansion 
in the general defense establishment; 14 day training annually for eligible Army reserve offi- 
cers; funds for carrying forward the purposes of the Thomason Act; appropriations for the 
expansion program of the Naval Reserve. 

6. Revision of pension laws to assure widows of the Regular Services a living income. 

7. Compensation for service personnel whose privately owned automobiles are employed 
on Government business. 





THE ARMY EXPANSION Act, approved this week by the President, contains 
a valuable provision for the preparation of industry for war supply. Appropriating 
$32,000,000, it will permit the War Department to select key firms and give them 
experimental orders, thus enabling them to obtain the tools and experience for turn- 
ing out the munitions our Armies and Navy would require for their operations. In this 
way will be reenforced the great corporations which have employed men of genius and 
spent millions of the money of their stockholders, in arduous research and in develop- 
ing to still higher points the discoveries that have been made. Outstanding among 
these giants of our defense is the Radio Corporation of America, whose subsidiary, the 
National Broadcasting Company, gave last Sunday a demonstration of its essential 
usefulness to the Nation. In time of war, that Corporation would pass under the 
control of the President, and its officers from Colonel Sarnoff, President, down to the 
last key man, would be responsive to the orders of the Commander-in-Chief. There 
would be no question of negotiation, no question of what the authorities could do and 
the corporation could refuse to do. Instantly, this vast net-work of communications, 
created by Americans for Americans, would pass under government control, and Col. 
Sarnoff and all his key employes as officers of the Army would become responsive 
to the orders of Washington. It is with the knowledge of the mission that may await 
them that these patriotic citizens are conducting their work. It is a fortunate country 
that has at its command industrial organizations imbued with the spirit of National 
service such as RCA typifies. 


IN THE HEARINGS ON THE Naval personnel question, which the chairman of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee has promised to institute this month, there 
should be full and searching inquiry into the degree to which the modifications 
enacted last year have met the need for reform in the navy’s promotion system. 
Particularly is it important that this be done before the present Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, Rear Adm. J. O. Richardson, goes to sea. Admiral Richardson 
took ever his present post just in time to put the new personnel act into effect. He 
has had an excellent opportunity to study its merits and its defects and to observe 
the measure in which it operates, or fails to operate, to the best interests of the 
government and the individual. Furthermore, as he is preparing to assume his com- 
mand at sea he must be deeply concerned in providing a personnel system under 
which his officers will be stimulated to put forth their best efforts unhampered by 
the mental hazzard inevitably accompanying one which inspires fear rather than 
confidence. He has given some of his views to the House Appropriations committee 
in response to the questioning of Representative Ditter, but it is the legislative com- 
mittee which can profit most from them. Also the committee should give full oppor- 
tunity to any junior officer who desires to be heard. At last year’s hearings some 
Congressmen charged that younger officers were reluctant to appear before the 
committee because they feared reprisals, but this is now disproved by Representative 
Ditter who has followed the subsequent careers of a number of the witnesses and 
reports that at least two who had been passed over once before last year’s hearings 
have since been picked up by selection boards. Reforms in Staff Corps personnel legis- 
lation, also, should be thoroughly studied. The ARMy anp Navy JouRNAL’s survey of 
the views of these officers indicates clearly their desire for changes, particularly 
in the Equalization Act. The committee, too, should put into the bill the provision, 
omitted last year, which would require the General Board of the Navy to make a 
constant study of the operation of personnel laws and to make a mandatory report 
to Congress, with recommendations, at least every five years.

Foreign Affairs—Mussolini’s invasion of Albania is the first answer of the Berlin- 
Rome axis to the encirclement program of Great Britain and France. The second 
answer is the expected German occupation of Danzig and a connecting road with 
East Prussia across the Polish corridor, 

In the speech he delivered on Saturday last, Hitler protested angrily against 
the maneuvers of Great Britain and France, which had as their object the creation 
of another armed ring around his country and Italy. He held that the Kaiser's empire 
was destroyed because it permitted such a ring to be formed. Thus the blockade by 
the British Fleet was made effective, and the central powers were starved into sub- 
mission. He warned that he would not allow the same situation to arise, and this 
warning was directed against Poland entering the Anglo-French combination. The 
British and French reply to the warning was the defensive alliance with Poland. 
To offset this move as well as to clarify Yugoslavia, Greece and Turkey, Mussolini 
put into execution his long prepared plan for the occupation of Albania, Such occupa- 
tion will mean strengthening of his control of the Adriatic sea, and would enable 
him to strangle Yugoslavia by sea and have a new point of attack upon her by land 
and particularly by air. Admittedly the situation of Yugoslavia is precarious. Weak, 
threatened by Croatian revolt, backed by Germany, (Austria), Hungary and Bul- 
garia, it is evident that no matter how desirous she may be of supporting Great 
Britain and France, it would be impolitic for her to do so. Greece is in a different 
position. Although easily menaced by Italy, she can receive assistance from Great 
Britain and France when and if they gain control of the Mediterranean. Turkey’s 
situation is also difficult and before throwing in her fortunes with the British and 
French she proposes to exact concessions from the latter in Syria. It is becoming 
clearer that until Russia’s attitude is definitely established the question of peace or 
war will continue in abeyance. Through Poland, Chamberlain expects to induce Ru- 
mania to join the democratic combination. Both Poland and Rumania have a pact for 
defense against Russia. The latter has announced if Rumania should be attacked 
she would go to her assistance. Beyond this point Russia has given no commitment, 
and there is no certainty in view of her exclusion from the Munich conference that 
she would feel any responsibility to aid France. What is being played in Europe is 
a game of power politics and its danger of its passage to a state of general war rises in 
a possible explosion from one of the moves made, 


Infantry—Modifications in the Browning Automatic Rifle have been approved by 
the Ordnance Department as standard and will be issued to the service as funds 
become available. The weapon as modified will be known as the Browning Automatic 
Rifle, M-1918, A-2. The modifications were developed by the Department of Experi- 
ment of The Infantry School at Ft. Benning, Ga., and Capt. Rothwell If. Brown, tnf., 
USA, who has been on duty there, describes them in a most interesting paper pre- 
sented in the Infantry Journal. Captain Brown points out that the chief modifications 
in the weapon include (1) The bipod was moved from the gas cylinder to the flash- 
hider. The rifle can be rotated on the bipod head so that regardless of the ground on 
which the bipod legs stand, there is no canting. The bipod legs are locked rigidly in 
a vertical plane for firing. Spiked shoes on the bipod legs have been replaced with 
rounded shoes or skids, set at ninety degrees to the legs. (2) The previously adopted 
hinged butt-plate has been reduced in length by one-half, and all contact with the big 
muscle of the shoulder eliminated. (3) The left side of the stock has been hollowed 
out so that the right eye of any firer will be in line with the rear sight. (4) The 
M-1918 sight has been replaced by the M-1922 machine-rifle sight, permitting adjust- 
ments in windage and elevation. The fine front sight has been replaced with a broad 
No. 10 front sight for greater visibility. (5) The forearm has been cut down and all 
wood surrounding the barrel removed, for more efficient cooling. 

Captain Brown relates that extended firing, mainly with men of the 29th Infantry 
who had failed to qualify with the standard weapon, proved that the modifications 
increased the accuracy of the weapon 22 percent in the hands of troops of average 
training. Extended firing by men from the 24th Infantry who had never fired auto 
matic fire with the Browning Automatic Rifle, and by recruits from the S8rd Field 
Artillery who had never fired a rifle, revealed that these new weapons were about 
twice as accurate as the old standard BAR. 

“The successful modification of the Browning Automatic Rifle,” Captain Brown 
writes, “also means that thousands of inefficient weapons in war reserve can be con 
verted into extremely effective weapons. The modified weapon can be used in rifle 
squads to give the squad leader a tremendous volume of fire power directly under his 
control. The smothering effect of such controlled automatic fire can be brought to 
bear more quickly and more effectively on any suddenly appearing point of danger 
than the fire of individual riflemen spread over a considerable frontage. Moreover, the 
accuracy and sustained fire-power of the improved BAR is such that it can be used 
within the rifle company as a light machine gun. The early issue of the modified 
Browning Automatic Rifle, as prescribed in the new Tables of Organization, is an 
imperative need. Ours is the only infantry in the world that does not have such a 


weapon.” 


Commands for Junior officers—Navy Department officials said this week that it is 
anticipated that the expansion of the Navy will result in the placing of junior oflicers 
in more responsible positions than was the practice prior to the increase in the service. 
The addition of numerous cruisers, battleships and aircraft carriers to the fleet will 
create more commands, and in consequence of this, officers now eligible for command 
duty but for whom there are no adequate commands will be assigned to responsible 
sea billets. 

As a natural proceedure, the posts vacated by these officers will be taken by less 
senior officers. The step-up will be reflected on down through the ranks, and lieu- 
tenants (jg), lieutenants and lieutenant commanders will, in some instances, be given 
more responsible posts than now allotted to officers in those grades. 

The exact magnitude of the change can not be predicted at the present time, 
officials say, but it is certain that the expansion of the fleet, with the attendant ex- 
pansion of the shore base facilities, will result in officers arriving at more responsible 
commiunds at an earlier age. 


Flying Cadet Program—Representative Melvin J. Maas, of Minn., said this week 
that there is an immediate need for a revision of the Navy flying cadet program. 





Mr. Maas, who was directed by Chairman Carl Vinson of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee to cooperate with Rear Admiral Arthur B, Cook, Chief of the Navy 
Bureau of Aeronautics in revising the flying cadet program, said that he had been 
devoting considerable thought to the unsatisfactory situation now extant in the Navy 
with regard to flight personnel. On his recent trip to the Caribbean area with a sub- 
committee of the Naval Affairs Committee, Mr. Maas spent several hours aboard the 
aircraft carrier Lexington conferring with Naval officers on the situation. He said 
that his conferences and his observations had brought him to the unalterable con- 
clusion that a remedy will have to be found. He also said that any plan merely calling 
for the extension of the three year period served by aviation cadets would be in- 
adequate, “Something more attractive will have to be offered,” Mr. Maas declared, 

The Navy Department is definitely interested in the British short-term com- 
mission theory, but there has been criticism, both at the Capitol and in the Navy 
Department of this idea. One of the greatest points made against attempting to 
operate under the British system is the contention that it would increase the retired 
list, one of the greatest faults found with the present American Naval selection system. 
Representative Maas said that he is determined to have a comprehensive and workable 
program to provide pilots to man the Navy’s planes presented to the current Congress, 


Licensing of Radio Operators—The Navy Department is opposed to making radio 
operators on vessels in the merchant service licensed officers, Lt. Knowlton Williams, 
USN, on duty at the Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Department, told the House 
Committee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries this week. Lieutenant Williams said 
that the Navy’s opposition is based on the problem that would have to be faced if 
the United States were engaged in a war and merchant officers were inducted into 
the Naval service. He said that in the Navy, radio operators are enlisted men, and 
that if, in an emergency, merchant marine oflicers were inducted into the Navy, there 
would be a question as to the status of radio operators holding merchant marine 
licenses, 


Radio Recruiting for Regular Army Reserve—In its effort to stimulate enlistments 
in the Regular Army Reserve, the War Department, which recently inaugurated a 
campaign including the use of colored posters, pamphlets, etc., has enlisted the use of 
radio broadcasting. A broadeast went forth this week calling upon honorably dis- 
charged regulars, who are under 36 years of age and physically fit to enlist in the 
Regular Reserves, Attention was called to the $24 a year pay and to the fact that 
there would be no drills to attend and nothing to interfere with civilian employment. 
“It’s a bull’s eye!” the Army-sponsored program concluded, “Fall in! Do not delay! 
Visit, write, or telephone any U. S. Army Recruiting Office or military post, and you 
will be given full information regarding the Regular Army Reserve !” 


Housing at Vallejo—Vallejo, Calif., is making an effort to provide adequate housing 
there for the naval personnel stationed at Mare Island. Chamber of Commerce com- 
mittees have been appointed to investigate the situation and bring back recommenda- 
tions. The Vallejo T'imes-Herald, in a recent editorial, calls upon the committee to 
correct the “unhappy situation.” “We owe it to the navy personnel,” the paper states, 
“to make certain that there is no shortage of housing here insofar as they are con- 
cerned, ***And once built, the rents should and must be made reasonable, to give those 
who built the homes a fair profit, and at the same time, to give navy personnel a 
reasonable break on rental. Vallejo for many long years has received its just share 
from the Navy. We must remember that the navy, too, has its just share coming.” 


Fiction for Naval Institute Proeceedings-——The Board of Control of the United States 
Naval Institute has decided to broaden the scope of the Proceedings, the Institute's 
magazine, to include fiction. It was announced that the Proceedings will accept fiction 
manuscripts from members of the Institute until Oct. 1, 1939. “The experiment,” it 
was announced, “is strictly in accordance with the literary phase of the Institute's 
objective as prescribed by its founders.” To be acceptable, the Institute said, a story 
should not exceed 4,000 words or should be of the “short short story” type. “Naturally,” 
it was stated, “it is expected that the fiction will have a background of the Navy, 
the sea, or aviation, so as to appeal to our members and readers who are interested 
in the Proceedings because of these factors. If the experiment be productive of any 
real result in the form of talent discovered or a few really worthwhile pieces of fiction, 
the question of its adoption as a permanent feature will be given serious considera- 
tion.” 


Coast Artillery Corps—In an effort to assist in the instruction of personnel using 
the new antiaireraft director and to obtain information concerning the difficulties en- 
countered in the field, the manufacture is sending two of its representatives to visit 
the harbor defenses on the Pacifie Coast. 


Over Riding Selection Boards—<Although nearly two months: have elapsed since 
resident Roosevelt sent to the Senate the nomination of Capt. Harry A. Stuart, USN, 
to be a rear admiral, additional number in grade, no action has been taken by the 
Senate Naval Affairs committee toward reporting out the nomination. The nomi- 
nation of the officer, who was not selected by a Selection Board, went to the Senate 
February 16. It is not likely, either, that there will be any action in the next few 
days, for Senator David I. Walsh, chairman of the committee, is in Florida recovering 
from an illness which has kept him away from the committee recently. 

The United States Naval Academy Alumni Bulletin, published by A. H. Guthrie 
at Laguna Beach, Calif., under the title “Orchids Mr. President” praises the Chief 
Executive's action in promoting two officers who had been ignored by selection boards. 
“Recognizing the value of Walter B. Woodson, 1905, and Harry A. Stuart, 1904,” The 
Bulletin says, “he has made them both admirals in spite of the Selection Board. To 
those who know these officers, the President’s action proves that he has the welfare of 
the Navy and the nation at heart. So two orchids to you, Mr. President, and the hope 
that future actions will warrant the total output of the orchid growers. Also best 
wishes to Sam Hobbs and the assured support of the Florence Herald, if he ever needs 
it. You'll do that for us, won't you Marcy?’ 


Navy Bases—A subcommittee of the House Naval Affairs Committee, headed by 
Representative Melvin J. Maas, of Minn., returned to Washington this week from 
au week-long aerial tour of the Caribbean area. The subcommittee composed of 
Representatives William S. Jacobson, of Iowa, William E. Hess, of Ohio, James H. 
Fay, of New York, Colgate W. Dardén, jr., of Va., Melvin Maas, of Minn., George J. 
Bates, of Mass., and W. Sterling Cole, of N. Y. inspected the Guantanamo-San Juan- 
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St. Thomas area to form conclusions on air and submarine base sites in that area. 
Representative Darden declared that before the trip he had “been a little hesitant” 
about supporting legislation providing for extensive development of air and sub- 
marine bases, but that the trip had clarified his view on the need of the Navy for addi- 
tional shore facilities. 

The subcommittee covered more than 900 miles a day as it flew in Navy planes 

over the southern area. Representative Maas said that he would submit a report 
of the subcommittee’s findings to Chairman Vinson, of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee. Mr. Maas pointed out that the Navy Air Base bill, now before the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee and upon which action is expected to be taken next week, 
includes only a small portion of the additional land bases recommended for the Navy 
by the Hepburn Board. He said that in all probability, an additional authorization 
bill for Navy submarine and destroyer bases will be introduced this session. Whether 
the Navy Department or the House Naval Affairs Committee will introduce this bill, 
Mr. Maas did not say. 
Medico-Dental Training—The concluding meeting of the Second Annual Chicago 
Military-Medico-Dental Training Course, conducted by the Commanding General, 
Sixth Corps Area, was held March 10, in the John B. Murphy Memorial Auditorium 
of the American College of Surgeons in Chicago, Ill. Col. Roy C. Heflebower, MC, the 
Director of the Course, presided. Maj. Gen. Charles R. Reynolds, The Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army, gave an interesting talk on the past achievements, the problems of 
today and the future aims of the Medical Department. Maj. Gen. Stanley H. Ford, 
Commanding General of the Sixth Corps Area voiced his appreciation of the fine co- 
operation given the Army by the Illinois National Guard and by the several Medical 
and Dental Schools which conducted the post-graduate professional work.

The Weather Bureau had been looking for such 
balloons for sending weather reading instruments into the upper air and the Navy 
wanted them for target practice, but the budgets of both departments prohibited the 
cost of the molds. “So now,” goes the story, “both services depend on Sally.” 

The story is true only to the extent that both the Navy and the Weather Bureau 
use 40-inch balloons, made in molds, which are inflated to «a diameter of six feet. 
mat... 

The Navy also uses them for weather reading. For target practice it uses 
“sleeves”’—an item for which, as one officer remarked, “I don’t think we are indebted 
to Miss Rand.” 

Both Navy and Weather Bureau buy their balloons on contract. The company 
must make the balloons and how it does that—mold or no mold—or how expensive 
the process is, is no concern of either service. 

Both agencies buy from the Cambridge company which has informed them that 
Miss Rand is not a customer of theirs. 

Anyway, they say, it was a good press agent’s story.

Quartermaster Corps—Maj. Gen. Henry Gibbins, the Quartermaster General, left

During his tour, Maj. Gen. Gibbins will deliver a lecture on the problems and 
activities of the Quartermaster Corps to the Command and General Staff School at 
It. Leavenworth, Kans., on April 18. This will be the first visit of the Quartermaster 
General to the Ft. Leavenworth school. 

Maj. Gen. Gibbins’ route will be as follows: from Washington to Chicago and 
Chanute Field, IL.; Jefferson Barracks, Mo.; Ft. Sam Houston, Texas; Ft. Sill and 
It. Reno, Okla.; Ft. Leavenworth; Scott Field, I., and return to Washington. 


Air Corps—Kelly Field’s Post Operations Office joined with the main lines of the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority teletype system, beginning at 12:01 A. M., April 1, 1939, 
handling aircraft movement messages for all the Army air fields in the San Antonio 
area (Randolph, Brooks, Duncan, Kelly). The office was tied in with Circuit 53 of the 
CAA teletype system, which includes nearby as well as distant points. 

Upon receipt of aircraft movement messages from all points of the United States, 
the operator delivers this message to the Operations Chief Dispatcher, who—in turn 


posts the various information contained in the messages on the huge Aircraft Traffic 
Board maintained in that office. The upper portion of the board is reserved for Kelly 
Field navigation flights, and it is the exception when all lines are not filled in; par- 
ticularly during student navigation training. The lower part of the board is for the 
handling of transient aircraft traffic and hardly a day goes by without at least several 
visiting pilots’ names being registered thereon. Circuit 53 handles only aircraft move- 
ment messages, and in view of this exclusive service is able to give instantaneous in- 
formation to all receiving stations on movement of aircraft. Weather reports will 
continue to be received and sent by the Kelly Field Weather Office, which is also 
housed in the Post Operations Office but as a separate activity, over Circuit 18 of the 
CAA teletype system. 

The Kelly Operations Office is a beehive of activity, for in addition to handling 
an immense amount of aircraft traffic movements it also maintains the Flying Time 
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Record Section, which records the flying time of all the permanent flying personnel 
assigned to that airdrome, as well as those pertaining to the approximately 200 stu- 
dents normally receiving training at the ACAFS. Other activities of the Operations 
Office include a Map and Navigation Section which maintains and keeps posted the 
latest navigation maps and information on the many aids to air navigation, for use 
of the several hundred rated and student airplane pilots at Kelly Field. The Air- 
drome Control Section handles incoming and outgoing traffic, and the Miscellaneous 
Section handles miscellaneous administrative work of this important activity. Maj. 
Robert ‘T. Cronau, AC, is the Post Operations Officer. His staff consists of Warrant 
Officer Joseph Brown, USA, Chief Clerk ; assisted by Staff Sergeants Collin L. DeBall 
and Frederick W. Seidler, both veterans of many years service at Kelly Field ; and 15 
additional enlisted men—all of whom are members of the Hq. and Hq. Squadron, 
ACAFS. ° 

Finishing touches were reported recently as being added to the first of the two 
new Flying Cadet Barracks at Randolph Field and, according to the schedule of work, 
they are to be occupied this month. The March class of Flying Cadets, 339 strong, 
reported for duty on March 1, and were immediately assigned to companies and rooms, 
pending the final completion of the first of the two new barracks. The Cadet Battalion 
has been reorganized into four companies by Captain James 8. Stowell, Commandant 
of Cadets, in anticipation of the forthcoming move. The former organization consisted 
of only two companies, Randolph Field’s second Cadet Barracks under construction 
wus sturted several weeks after the first, and will not be ready for occupancy until 
late May or early June, according to the latest estimates. Upon final acceptance of 
the new building by the Air Corps, moving day for “C” Company, occupants of the bar- 
racks, will be accomplished in short order. The company will probably move en masse 
from their present location in the east half of “B” Company Barracks. Upon com- 
pletion of the move, “B"” Company will spread out in their own quarters, while “A” 
and “D"” Companies will continue to double up until the last of the four barracks is 
ready for occupancy. 

Additional funds in the amount of $8,230 will be expended in the near future 
for improving the Aqua gasoline supply system of the Air Corps Primary Flying 
School, Randolph Field, connecting the lines from the gasoline supply tanks to the 
storm sewer lines and performing incidental work. This was announced by Maj. F. 
DD. Shawn, QMC, Post Quartermaster. The State W. P. A. will furnish $5,210 of the 
sum needed for the work, while the additional $2,920 will be furnished locally. When 
placed in operation, the project will provide employment for 52 men for approximately 
two months. 

A party of officers, headed by Brig. Gen. Lesley J. MeNair, USA, recently wit- 
nessed Langley Field personnel, flying in the latest types of Bombardment planes, 
drop demolition bombs on bedraggled Plum Tree Island in the Back River. In the 
party with General MeNair were Col, Edmund L. Gruber and Capt. Floyd L. Parks, of 
the General Staff Corps, and Lt. Col. Floyd E. Galloway, Commanding Officer of 
Bolling Field, D. C. 


Aviation Medicine—The following named medical officers of the Army who have 
been pursuing the four months basic course of instruction at the School of Aviation 


Medicine were graduated us Flight Surgeons March 31, 1939, and assigned to the 
station appearing after each name: Capt, John D. Morley, France Field, CZ; Capt. 
Clarence A, Tinsman, Selfridge Field, Mich. and Ist Lt, Levi M. Browning, March 
Field, Calif. Capt. Raymond W. Kerwin, Med. Res., Chicago, IL, and Capt. Aaron H. 
Horland, NG, N. J., joined the class Feb. 15, 1939, for the six weeks’ practical work. 
Both officers having already completed the extension course prior to coming to the 
School graduated with the resident class as Flight Surgeons. 

Col. A. W. Robins, Commanding Officer of the Air Corps Training Center, de- 
livered a very interesting and inspiring address to the class. Following the address 
Colonel Robins also presented diplomas to each of the students adding his personal 
congratulations and words of good cheer to each, The introductory remarks were made 
by Lt. Col. Fabian L. Pratt, MC, Commandant of The School of Aviation Medicine. 
The invocation and benediction were delivered by J. W. Westerman, Chaplain, Ran- 
dolph Field. A number of distinguished guests, relatives and friends of the student 
officers were present. The present class makes the forty-ninth to graduate from the 
School since its establishment in 1919 In addition to the resident courses the School 
also conducts a correspondence course for medical oflicers of the Organized Reserves 
and National Guard. There are 448 students enrolled in this course at the present 
time. 


Cavalry—The authorized strength of the Cavalry Board will be increased by two 
members under changes in AR 80-10, promulgated this week. Under the old regula- 
tions the board was composed of a director and not less than two nor more than four 
other members. Under the new regulations it will be composed of the director and 
not less than four nor more than six other officers, The purpose of the board, under the 
regulations, is to consider such subjects pertaining to Cavalry as may be referred to 
it by the Chief of Cavalry, and to originate and submit to the Chief of Cavalry ree- 
ommendations looking to the improvement of the Cavalry. The board, permanently 
Stationed at Ft. Riley, Kans., has as ex-eflicio members the commandant and the 
assistant commandant of the Cavalry School. An officer of the Ordnance Department 
is designated upon occasion by the Chief of Ordnance as a member of the board for 
consideration of ordnance matters only. The senior member of the board, permanent 
or ex-oflicio, is president of the board, and the junior permanent member is recorder. 


Battleship Design—-Basically, there is nothing radical in the proposal of the Navy 
Department to construct two 45,000-ton battleships to supplement the six 35,000-ton 
craft now under contract. For this government had, not two but eleven, large battle 
ships under construction in 1920 when the Washington Conference resulted in a lim'ts 
tion of 35,000-tons being imposed on battleships. The ships under construction at thas 
time would have been about 43,500 tons. 

As fur as armament goes the six ships now contracted for will carry 16-inch guns, 
probably more than the eight now carried by the Navy’s newest battleships—the 
Colorado, Maryland and West Virginia, which average 32,000 tons. The two 45,000- 
ton ships proposed would also probably carry a gun of the same size, maybe as many 
as 12 of them. 

Principal reasons for the inereased size, it was pointed out, were to provide a 
more stable gun platform, to permit heavier armor in certain places, and to permit 





the carrying of more ammunition. 

In this connection, it is to be observed that the Navy’s three largest battle wagons 
are of slightly smaller displacement than the 33,400-ton 624-foot New Mexico, Ten- 
nessee and Idaho which carry twelve 14-inch guns. 

The ships now under contract and the two proposed will be the only battleships 
in the fleet which will be equipped with catapults for planes at the time of con- 
struction. Two will be carried, both on the aft deck. Present ships have one fitted 
on the quarterdeck, one atop a turret—a procedure which in the latter case has some 
disadvantages. It is fairly certain that the 35,000-ton ships will carry the same 
number of planes as those now carried. Since the planes are used practically ex- 
clusively for fire control, there is no reason to have more than three. Heavy and 
light cruisers, which use planes also for scouting, carry four. The 45,000-ton ships 
proposed, if 12 big guns are mounted, may carry four planes if it is considered that 
there should be an additional observing unit for the gunners. 

Probably the biggest change in ship construction will be in the engineering equip- 
ment. The fastest present ships have designed speeds of 21 knots, Jane’s fighting 
ships give the speeds of the six under contract as 28 to 30 knots, and of the proposed 
45,000-tonners, it is merely said by the Navy Department that they will be faster 
than any battleships now afloat. 

Some of that speed will be the result of changes in hull design, but most, naturally, 
must come from increase in motive power. Jane’s says that the North Carolina, 
Washington, Indiana, Massachusetts, Alabama and Seuth Dakota under contract 
will have boilers of an entirely new pattern. That might mean anything. It might 
mean for instance, that the high pressure installations which the Navy has tried in 
its newer ships (not in any existing battleships, however) may be put in the new ships. 

There are no comments forthcoming on whether or not the new battleships will 
use high pressure steam. However, these facts were gleaned. The advantages and 
disadvantages of high pressure in the smaller vessels would be the same for the 
battleships, no basically new problems being involved, and the adyantages—the 
Navy thinks —outweigh the disadvantages.

Effective July 1, 1939, section I, Ciren- 
lar No. 36, War Department, 1938, is 
rescinded and the following substituted 
therefor: 

2. Effective July 1, 1989, orders directing 
travel may prescribe the payment in lieu of 
subsistence of a per diem not exceeding 
$6.00, as authorized by the act of June 10, 
1922 (AR 35-4820). In this connection, the 
attention of all concerned is directed to the | 
fact that the per diem rate of $6.00 represents 
the maximum allowable, not the minimum. 
It is the responsibility of all who are au- 
thorized to issue orders covering travel to 
see that travel orders prescribe only such per 
diem rates as are justified by the nature and 
duration of the travel, 

3. It is likewise the duty of those au- 
thorized to direct travel involving the pay 
ment of allowances to restrict such travel to 
that necessary in the military service, having 
in mind the best interests of the service. In 
determining necessity for travel, the purpose, 
the number of individuals (officer and en- 
listed), the itinerary, and duration of the 
trip should be considered. It is desired te 
impress upon all concerned the importance | 
of careful consideration of the matter of re 
stricting travel and payment of allowances, 
without imposing further administrative 
restrictions.

(2) Decision as to the allowable travel time 
will be made by the headquarters issuing 
the travel order, based upon information fur 
nished by the Finance Department in the 
case of automobile travel and by the Quar- 
termaster Corps in the case of travel by 
common carrier, 

(3) For automobile travel, 250 miles per 
day will be the rate used in computations. 
The highway distance will be obtained from 
standard highway mileage guides, such as the 
Rand MeNally Standard Highway Mileage 
Guide. This distance, divided by the allow 
able daily mileage, is the period of travel 
time authorized. Any decimal in the quotient 
of five-tenths or greater will be credited as 
an extra day. Computation of travel time by 
rail, commercial liner, Government-owned 
airplane, or by air when travel is directed by 
commercial air line at Government expense, 
will be governed by schedules covering the 
type of transportation and points of travel 
involved. When the journey is made by com 
mercial air line at the expense of the indivi 
dual, travel time will be computed as for the 
shortest usually traveled route by surface 
common carrier. (For computation of trans 
port travel time see paragraph 2b, AR 05 
115). Time desired for travel over and above 
the allowable travel time will be authorized 
only as leave of absence or specific authority 
to delay en route, 

(4) Where one routing or type of trans 
portation is directed in travel orders, but 
nnother is authorized for the convenience of 
the individual, the allowable travel time will 
he computed on the basis of the routing of 
type of transportation directed. For example, 
if travel by transport via the Panama Canal 


is directed, but overland travel without ad 
ditional expense to the Government is au 
thorized, the allowable travel time will be 


computed on the basis of rail travel from old 
station to port of embarkation and port of 
debarkation to new station, plus transport 
travel time via the Panama Canal, 

(5) No inereased cost to the Government

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The Army on the Radio 

The Magic Key program of the Radio 
Corporation of America on Sunday last 
enabled the American people and the 
world at large to glimpse the General Staff 
in action and to realize the value of the 
communications industry as a part of our 
National Defense. 

Presented as a preview of Army Day, 

the program vividly portrayed the scene 
and the operations which would occur in 
time of war. Gathered about a table in 
the studio at Radio City were the Chief 
of Staff and the chiefs of the G’s. Just 
as would be the case were war in progress, 
these officers, fortified by thorough and 
intensive prestudy of their respective 
problems, incisively gave the instructions 
to the responsible officers in Hawaii, 
California, Texas, Georgia, Kentucky, 
and Virginia, and received from them 
clear reports as to their execution. To 
the Army which knows the necessity of 2 
General Staff and its methods of oper 
ation, the demonstration was routine, but 
there was something to marvel at in the 
quiet efficiency with which Col. David 
Sarnoff and his far flung organization 
opened and maintained instant communi 
eations over more than 100,000 miles of 
circuits tapping 73 microphone points. To 
perform this, probably the most diflicult 
feat of coordination yet attempted, there 
were employed 75 key men and at least 
200 other experts. With instant celerity, 
these men put General Craig and his 
subordinates in communiaction with com 
manding officers on land at home and 
across the seas. The entire operation in 
the hands of Reserve officers of the 
Armies of the United States, furnished 
graphic proof of the ability of the Gen 
eral Staff in collaboration with the Na 
tional Broadcasting Company, to rouse 
the country to arms and to direct the ac 
tivities of our forces in time of war. 
‘ The Army’s portion of the program 
was opened with an introduction of Gen- 
eral Craig, and ruffles and flourishes from 
Frank Black and the NBC orchestra. 
General Craig immediately called on Maj. 
Gen. John H. Hughes, commanding the 
Philippine Department, who reported 
that it was after three o'clock Monday 
morning in Manila but that he had a 
group of officers around him listening in 
tently to the program. 

“It's good to hear your voice again, 
Johnny,” General Craig said, “Go on 
back to bed.” 

Next the Chief of Staff called on Maj. 
Gen, Charles D. Herron, commanding the 
Hawaiian Department, who reported that 
it was after 8 o'clock Sunday morning in 
Hawaii. Next voice was that of Maj. 
lewis W. Amis, of the 2nd Battalion of 
the 7th Infantry at Chilkoot Barracks, 
Alaska, who spoke through the facilities 
of the Alaskan Communications system 
operated by the Signal Corps of the 
Army. This was followed by Maj. Gen. 
David L. Stone, commanding the Panama 
Department. 

General Craig then said: 

“AIL posts listen in. The day set apart 
as Army Day is April 6, the memorable 
day when the United States entered the 
World War in 1917. The observance of 
that day is under the sponsorship of the 
Military Order of the World War. In 
communities civilian committees are 
arranging details. The Army joins with 
those committees in extending to the 
public a cordial invitation to visit our 
Army Posts throughout the nation on 
next Thursday, April 6th, and inspect 
our troops and installations. The Army 
is your Army. We appreciate deeply your 
support of our endeavors to provide an 
effective defense for these United States. 
Today, through the courtesy of the Magic 
Key program, we have arranged a radio 
preview of Army Day. In order to illus- 
trate the coordination which exists be- 
tween troops in the field and the direct 
ing heads of the General Staff in Wash- 
ington, each demonstration will be intro 
duced by the Chief of each division of the 
General Staff, seated on the stage with 
me here at Radio City. First is the Chief 
of G-1, or Personnel. Brig. Gen. Lorenzo 
I). Gasser. General Gasser.” 

“One activity of G-1) pertains to 
schools,” General Gasser said. ‘Today 
all attention is being focussed on the 
Schools where West Point Graduates and

Colonel Brooks, speaking from Ran 
dolph Field, then came in explaining the 
set-up of the Primary Flying School. A 
typical scene of cadets arriving at Ran- | 
dolph Field and reporting for duty was 
simulated. In the background came a con- | 
tinual hum of aircraft engines flying 
over the field. Then practice landings 
were demonstrated, with the sound of | 
engines and the comments of spectators | 
and instructors adding realism. The Link 
Trainer designed to teach students to | 
keep on the airways beam was then | 
demonstrated. 

Following Randolph, Kelly Field was 
brougt in, with Col. Frank D. Lackland, | 
commandant, handling the program and 
explaining the demonstrations. 

In addition to Colonel Lackland, four | 
other members of Kelly Field appeared 
on the program: Capt. Delmar T. Spivey, 
AC, flying instructor of the Bombard 
ment Section; 2nd Lt. William Rh. Nevitt, 
Air-Res., flying instructor of the Attack 
Section; and Flying Cadets Don ©. P. 
Brown and Samuel 8S. Riddle, jr., students 
in the Bombardment and Pursuit See. | 
tions respectively, of the Air Corps Ad 
vanced Flying School. 

All broadcasts from airplanes engaged 
in this program was picked up on the | 
ground at Kelly and relayed to the 
studios of the national chain and = re- 
broudeast. 

The program then returned to New 
York where General Craig introduced 
Maj. Gen. Robert Beck, assistant chief of 
staff for G-3, who said: 

“As a preview of our intensive spring 
training period, I have arranged with 
Brig. Gen. Asa L. Singleton, commanding 
the Infantry School at Ft. Benning, Ga., 
for a demonstration of the Infantry-Artil- 
lery team in action.” 

With background sound of distant ma 
chine guns and scattered rifle fire, the 
voice of General Singleton came in from 
Ft. Benning. 

“At present,” General Singleton said, 
“Tam at the Observation Post of the 2d 
Battalion, 29th Infantry. Several hills | 
are held by a hostile force and two of our 
companies are advancing toward these 
objectives. The third company is to my | 
left rear in reserve. The heavy weapons 
company is stationed along the edge of | 
the woods to my right supporting the ae 
tion. Col. Charles W. Thomas, command 
ing the battalion, has been observing the 
advance through his field glasses and is 
discussing his observations with his S-3, 
the plans and training oflicer.” 

Colonel Thomas reported: “Our left 
company is going ahead nicely, but our 
right company is held up. We need a 
concentration on Hill 274 as soon as you 
ean get it. Enemy machine guns there are 
holding us up.” 

Later the artillery commander reported

Colonel Thomas said, “Yes, your artil 
lery is right on it. Our infantry mortars 
have commenced firing on it too.”

Here battle noises increased and 
gradually the hostile fire stopped. 

Colonel White reported, “Company B is 
moving already, General Singleton.” 

General Singleton concluded, “And that 
is the way the Infantry and Artillery co 
operate in battle. The demonstration is 
completed, General Beck.” 

General Craig, from New York, then 
said. “The next division of the General 
Staff is G-2, or Military Intelligence, 
whose chief is Col. Eh. Ro. Warner MeCabe. 
Colonel McCabe.” 

Colonel MeCabe said, “One of our im 
portant war-time duties, is the securing 
of information of the enemy. Two of our 
most important arms are the Cavalry and 
the Air Corps, and so IT have arranged a 
short demonstration of the mechanized 
Cavalry-Air Corps team at Ft. Knox, Ky., 
commanded by Brig. Gen. Adna R. Chat 
fee. General Chaffee.” 

Accompanied by the roar of airplane 
motors overhead and the rumbling of 
mechanized vehicles General Chaffee, 
from Ft. Knox said, “Assume that a hos- 
tile force of infantry and mechanized 
cavalry has penetrated inland. Airplanes 
of the 12th Observation Squadron are 
scouting the hostile force. Our mechan 
ized cavalry left our concentration area 
at noon today and is now advancing in 
order to locate the enemy. Sixteen of 
our armored cars are feeling out the 
enemy columns. IT am speaking from my 
armored car, Contact is expected at any 
moment,” 

The drama from Ft. Knox included the 
dropping of aerial photographs supply- 
ing information as to the location of the 
enemy, issuing of orders to the troops. 

General Craig then said, “And now the 
War Plains division of the General Staff, 
headed by Brig. Gen. George V. Strong. 

General Strong, “One of the many ae 
tivities of the War Plans division is the 
protection of our harbors and naval bases 
at home and overseas by means of sea 
coast fortifications, It may surprise many 
of our listeners to learn that the arma 
ment of most of these fortifications in 
cludes not only big guns that shoot over 
the sea but a powerful weapon beneath 
the surface of the sea. To give you an 
idea of what I mean, I have arranged to 
talk with Captain Rubin aboard the 
Army’s newest mineplanter, the Ellery W, 
Niles, commanded and manned by the 
Coast Artillery Corps. Come in, Captain 
Rubin.” 

With a background of harbor noises, 
whistles, ete., in San Franciseo harbor, 
Captain Rubin described the Ellery W. 
Niles, and explained, “The mines which 
the mineplanter Niles is preparing to 
plant are electrically controlled) from 
shore. They are firmly anchored in posi- 
tion so they can not become a menace to 
navigation. Unlike naval mines which ex 
plode on contact, the Coast Artillery 
mines are completely controlled to fire 
either on contact or by electrical control 
from shore.” 

Listeners then hear the noises and 
commands accompanying the actual lay 
ing of a mine. 

General Herron was brought in again 
from Hawaii, saying: “We are in the

The Assistant Secretary revealed a 
number of interesting incidents illustrat- 
ing the full measure of cooperation given 
by Industry in preparing for National 
Defense. “Time and again in the past 
few months,” Colonel Johnson said, “I 
have had occasion to discuss with the 
President of the United States the con- 
tributions of American industry to our 
national defense program.

‘Retirement’ for Animals 

Representative Joseph A. Gavagan, of 
N. Y., has introduced a bill which pro- 
vides that horses and mules belonging to 
the United States which have become un- 
fit for service may be destroyed or put 
to pasture either on pastures belonging 
to the United States Government or those 
belonging to financially sound and repu- 
table humane organizations whose facili- 
ties permit them to care for them during 
the remainder of their life, at no cost to 
the Government. 

Mr. Gavagan’s bill was inspired by the 
plight of nine Army mules, condemned as 
of no further use to the Government, 
which are scheduled to be shot today at 
Ft. Jay, N. Y. Several humane societies 
have protested against the destruction of 
the animals and have offered to provide 
pasture for them until they die from 
natural causes, 





Retirement of Flying Personnel 

Representative Anderson, of Mo., this 
week introduced a bill providing that any 
commissioned officer or enlisted man of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Geodetic Survey or Public Health 
Service who is retired for physical dis 
ability incident to flying duty shall be 
retired on three-fourths of his total pay 
and allowances, including aviation pay, 
for his grade and length of service at 
date of retirement, 
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President Signs Defense Bill 

Acting Secretary of War Johnson an- 
nounced this week that with the approval 
by the President of the act of Congress, 
HR 3791, authorizing the strengthening 
of our military defenses, and especially 
the expansion of the Army Air Corps, the 
War Department is now ready to put into 
effect the President’s recommendations 
made to Congress in his message of 
January 12, 1989. Action awaits only ap- 
propriation of the necessary funds. 

Funds for starting the expansion of the 
Air Corps to an ultimate maximum of 
6,000 airplanes are provided in the War 
Department appropriation bill, TH. R. 
4630, for the fiscal year 1940, which has 
been passed by both the Senate and 
House. Upon final approval of this bill, 
$50,000,000 will become immediately 
available for initiating the increase in the 
Air Corps. Complete plans, which will be 
put into effect immediately upon the 
passage of the above mentioned appro- 
priation act, have been made by the War 
Department for this first phase of the ex 
pansion. Passage of the appropriation 
bill, HE. R. 4630, and its signature by the 
President will make possible the award- 
ing of contracts for some 550 airplanes of 
five types. Initial work in preparation for 
these contracts began as early us last 
November in the expectation they would 
be required in the new expansion pro- 
gram. Now virtually ready for signature, 
the bill will permit the purchase by the 
War Department of the best types of air 
eraft available. 

The expenditure of the entire amount 
authorized by H. R. 8791 will make possi 
ble the increase of strength of the Army 
Air Corps to between 5,500 and 6,000 air 
planes by July 1, 1941. Some 3.000 air 
craft are to be contracted for, constructed, 
tested, accepted, delivered, and put into 
operation in Air Corps tactical squadrons 
or assigned to reserve within a period of 
two vears. 

The contracts now about to be signed 
will call for production of combat air 
planes of the most advanced types. The 
five types of tactical aircraft to be pur 
chased with the $50,000,000 made immedi 
ately available are four-engined bombers, 
single engine pursuit airplanes, pursuit 
interceptors, attack bombers and a small 
number of photographic airplanes. 

The suecess of the four-engine bombard 
ment airplanes developed by the Army 
Air Corps is well known. They fly at 
speeds in excess of 250 miles per hour, 
carry 5 machine guns, a crew of 6 to 9 
men, and have very long range. All mem- 
bers of the crew can freely exchange sta 
tions and reliefs can be arranged for long 
missions. From the point of view of 
maintenance and ruggedness of structure 
the four-engine bomber is an extremely 
valuable contribution to our air defense, 

The’ single-engine pursuit) type is 
exemplified in the Air Corps P-36A and 
XP-40 types. The P-40 differs from the 
P-36A principally in the fact that it is 
powered with the liquid cooled engine and 
a built-in blower type of supercharger 
and is capable of developing speeds con 
siderably in excess of 300 miles per hour. 
The P-40 is an internally-braced mono 
plane of all-metal construction except for 
the contrel surfaces, which are fabrie 
covered. The landing gear is retractable 
into the wing. Two machine guns are 
provided and oxygen equipment is stand 
urd for operation at extremely high alti 
tudes, 

The interceptor pursuit is a recently 
developed type designed to intercept and 
attack enemy aireraft, particularly 
heavily armored bombers. One of the 
models under consideration is powered 
with twin engines, the other with a single 
engine. Speed at altitude and rate of 
climb are greater than in the ease of the 
normal pursuit type. A trievele landing 
fear improves the landing characteristics 
of these high-speed planes, of which maxi- 
mum speeds much over 350 miles per 
hour are expected. 

Another new type is the attack bomber, 
the subject of a recent competition held 
at the Air Corps Materiel Division, 
Wright Field, Ohio. This type is designed 
to attack ground objectives such as sup 
ply depots, railroads, mechanized forces 
and marching troops. It combines the 
qualifications of the attack and bombard- 
ment types, being equipped with bombs 





and machine guns. It is designed for high 
performance both at ground levels and 
at altitude. The three models submitted 
in the design competition were all twin- 
engine, all-metal monoplines of gross 
weights varying from S'y to 9 tons. Much 
of the outside skin of fuselage and wings 
is flush-riveted to achieve greater speed 
and performance, All three models were 
designed with large-scale production in 
view. 

The photographic airplane model con- 
templated is an all-metal three-place, two 
engine monoplane of the low wing type 
equipped to carry two aerial cameras in 
tandem and to develop a high speed at 
7,200 feet of more than 210 miles per 
hour. 

Other types of aircraft, for training, 
cargo and other purposes, are also con- 
templated for purchase when the antici 
pated additional funds for the complete 
expansion program are made available 
July 1. The expenditure of the total 
$300,000,000 for the program, however, 
will take into account other basic air de- 
fense requirements in addition to aircraft, 
and will cover the procurement of per 
sonnel, air bases, armament, equipment, 
engines, housing for personnel and other 
items necessary to the creation of an air 
force. 

Steps are being taken to insure that the 
provision and training of personnel, in 
eluding pilots and mechanics and other 
flight and ground crew members, the 
preparation of bases and the acquisition 
of other items will go forward on a bal- 
anced basis with the production of air- 
craft. 





Air Corps Purchases 

In reporting favorably on the bill au- 
thorizing the procurement, without ad- 
vertising, of aircraft) parts and instru- 
ments by the Chief of the Army Air 
Corps, the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee said : 

The Air Corps through its experimental 
and testing facilities at Wright Field, Day- 
ton, Ohio, and in cooperation with the aere- 
nautical industry, is constantly developing 
items of aeronautical equipment which oper 
ate materially to enhance the prestige of the 
United States from a standpoint of national 
defense. Superiority in any development can 
be maintained only so long as its exclusive 
use in any particular can be controlled 

Some measure of protection for aeronautical 
developments of a secret nature is found in 
section 10 (k) of the act of July 2, 1926, 
wherennder procurements of aircraft) parts 
and aeronautien! accessories may be made 
in limited quantities for experimental pur 
poses only. However, after their develop 
ment and reduction to practice procurements 
in quantity must be consummated subject to 
ndvertisement for bids in open competition 
in accordance with Section 2700 Revised Sta 
tutes unless saved from such requirement 
by circumstances clearly indicating the im 
practicability of such procedure as a pre 
requisite to procurement. It follows there 
fore that the requirements of existing law 
reference advertising for bids compel a full 
public disclosure of the Government's re 
quirements, including detail plans and speci 
fications. This feature of the law is objee 
tionable to the War Department insofar as 
it applies to items of aireraft within the de 
scription which are affected by a status of 
secrecy. The proposed legislation is similar 
in all essential respects to statutory authority 
given the Ordnance Department, act of May 
11, 1908 (35 Stat. 125), and the Chemical War 
fare Service and Signal Corps, act of May 
15, 19286 (19 Stat. 1277). For reasons no less 
convincing like authority should be vested in 
the Chief of the Air Corps, 

The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
has reported favorably on the bill which 
would extend to the Signal Corps, Ord 
nance Department and Chemical Warfare 
Service the same authority now accorded 
the Army Air Corps to purchase abroad 
or in the United States with or without 
competition, by contract or otherwise, 
such experimental designs, parts or 
accessories as may be deemed necessary to 
ussist in the development of material for 
service use. The Committee in its report 
stated: 

The views of the War Department on this 
bill are summarized as follows 

The question at issue has a direct bearing 
on the costs and time involved in the develop 
ment of standard equipment and supplies 
required for the national defense. The need 
for this authority is considered most urgent 
for those developing services which develop 
equipment and supplies largely 
mereial in character; i. e, the Air Corps, 
Ordnance Department, Signal Corps, and

Chemical Warfare Service. At the present 
time, based on a decision by the Comptroller 
General, all services except the Air Corps 
are restricted to the purchase of one item 
only for development and experimental pur 
poses. This restriction prevents the pro 
curement of suflicient items for service fest 
to prove the value of the item for service use; 
it prevents the procurement of at least one 
item from two or more manufacturers whose 
products show equal promise of meeting a 
requirement; it is expensive, as all develop 
ment costs have to be amortized in one item 
instead of being spread over several; the 
time of development is often increased as 
sufficient items for service test cannot be 
procured and not enough data are available 
from item to base final specifications for 
standard quantity procurement.

U. S. COAST GUARD 








Favorable reports have been made to 
the House of Representatives by the Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries Committee 
on three bills sponsored by the Coast 
Guard. 

The bills were: 

1. To increase the commissioned 
strength of the Coast Guard by 154 line 
officers and two district commanders. 

2. To construct three new cutters, 15 
airplanes and a cutter and plane base in 
Alaska. 

3. To permit assignment, as part of 
Coast Guard duty, of officers to merchant 
marine schools maintained by the govern- 
ment and the States, 

This week Chairman Bland of the 
Ilouse Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
Committee introduced a fourth Coast 
Guard bill affecting district commanders, 
It would provide that district command- 
ers shall hereafter be appointed from 
Chief Boatswains (1) ; that district com- 
manders of less than five years’ commis- 
sioned service in that office shall have 
rank, pay and allowances of a lieutenant ; 
that after five years’ service the pay rank 
and allowances of a lieutenant command- 
er shall be paid, and after 15 years, those 
of a commander. 

All officers now commissioned as dis- 
trict commanders would retain their pres- 
ent seniority, and the President would be 
authorized to advance in rank and issue 
a new commission to any such district 
commanders, if necessary in order for 
them to retain precedence. 

The personnel bill would provide two 
new district commanders, increasing the 
total to 16. give rank of rear admiral 
(lower half) to the engineer in chief and 
the assistant commandant while they are 
so serving, and would increase the present 
commissioned personnel of 515 (exclusive

Depot Expansion Nearly Completed 

The Coast Guard’s million-dollar build- 
ing project at the Curtis Bay depot, placed 
under contract for the most part by Aug. 
14, 1938, as part of the Public Works Ad- 
ministration program, will be completed 
about Aug. 1, it was learned this week at 
the Coast Guard. 

Rapidly nearing completion is the foun- 
dry and the sheet metal shop. The 
Colonial-style three-story and basement 
barracks designed to house 163 men is 
60 per cent complete. A sheet-steel piling 
bulkhead, 720 feet long, skirting the 
buildings along Arundel Cove, and dredg- 
ing of Curtis Creek have already been 
finished. 

In addition, with the assistance of 
WPA workers, roads in the depot are be- 
ing paved and water, steam and other 
lines are being relaid. 

The PWA program is being financed by 
an allotment of $817,960, but another 
building, a storehouse and woodworking 
shop, is being constructed out of regular 
appropriations, bringing the total cost of 
the project to about $1,000,000, 

Plans for the buildings being erected 
with the PWA funds were drawn at the 
depot. The buildings are all fireproof, and 
are intended to replace old frame strue 
tures on the reservation.

plotting room of one of the large batteries 
guarding Pearl Harbor. In this under- 
ground fortification, all calculations are 
made as to the target’s position, course, 
and speed. These calculations are based 
on a system of triangulation and are 
necessary to determine the direction and 
range to set on the guns. The bells you 
hear mark off equal intervals of time, and 
serve to synchronize all observations. 
Since the target is moving at a high speed 
and since it may take «a minute or more 
for the projectile to travel from the gun 
to the target, it is necessary to aim the 
gun, somet.mes as much as half a mile 
ahead of the target’s position. In the 
background you hear the calculations 
being made. These calculations are the 
result of observations coming in by the 
phone from strategically placed cbser- 
vers. The battery is preparing to open 
fire. Let us listen to the business end of 
louding and firing a big gun.” 

General Craig continued, “Another 
division of the General Staff is G-4, or 
Supply and Transportation, headed by 
Brig.

ing badgered into making chaplains civilian 

ministers with no rank. 

During that period I was elected the presi- 
dent of the Chaplains’ Association. Many of 
the chaplains, outside of those connected with 
the Regular Establishment, were crumpling 
under this attack of the pacifists. To rally the 
seattered forces, we decided on a plan of 
action which was, not to fight back, not to 
attack them on their own ground, but to 
make the work of the chaplains so fine and 
so effective and so altogether religious, that 
it would speak for itself. Under this objec- 
tive we set out. We invited the vocal pacifists 
to speak at our meetings. We met up with 
their leaders and presented our cause. Two 
years ago I had the pleasure of reporting to 
the Chief of Staff of the Army that all those 
attacks by religious leaders against the War 
Department about the chaplains holding rank 
had ceased. It has proven to be so. 

Imagine my surprise when we appeared be- 
fore the Military Affairs Committee of the 
House a year ago, in order to speak on behalf 
of a bill similar to the one now being con- 
sidered, to have the spokesman for the Gen- 
eral Staff of the Army come forth with that 
same old argument that the pacifists had been 
using in former years, namely, that rank in- 
terfered with the chaplain’s work and ac- 
tivity. I was amazed to realize that the rep- 
resentatives of the War Department were 
throwing the chaplains once again into the 
lap of the pacifist group. We do not feel very 
happy about it. 

I suppose that the General Staff did not 
fully realize what they were doing. From 
the nature of the case, they must ever be a 
conservative group. It reminds me of the 
trench warfare of those early days in France. 
Trench warfare is defensive warfare. Defen- 
sive warfare never arrives any place. The 
General Staff has been playing this sort of de- 
fensive warfare game with the Chaplains’ De- 
partment for several years, and we have 
never been permitted to budge forward 1 inch. 

There is a further aspect of it, Rank in the 
Medical Department is based upon responsi- 
bility rather than command of troops. So, a 
good lawyer in the Judge Advocate General's 
Department has a rank based upon his ser- 
vice, his value as a lawyer, and not because 
he commands an organization. The General 
Staff politely says that responsibility of the 
position of the Chief of Chaplains does not 
justify the War Department in going on rec- 
ord as advocating favorable consideration of 
his promotion. That is the summing up of 
their report last year. 

As nearly as I recall, in the year 1924 the 
General Staff itself submitted a bill for the 
promotion of the Chief of Chaplains. The bill 
was never reported out of committee. In the 
year 1925 or 1926, the General Staff itself 
again presented a bill for the promotion of 
the Chief of Chaplains, which bill passed the 
Senate but was never reported out of the 
House committee. 

With all deference, we would like to ask 
how it comes to pass that in the years 1924, 
1925, and 1926 the General Staff considered the 
responsibility of the position of the Chief 
of Chaplains justified them in advocating his 
promotion, and in the years 1937 and 1938 the 
responsibility of his position, which is still 
the same, does not justify them in going on 
record as advocating favorable consideration, 
We leave the matter of this change of heart 
of the General Staff of the Army to the care 
ful consideration of this committee, 

The Rev. Dr. MecCallum’s testimony 
was followed by that of the Rev. Howard 
EK. Snyder, Pastor of the Evangelical 
lutheran Church of the Atonement, 
Washington, D. C. He stated, 

“Why should not the Chaplains’ Corps be 
on a par with the Medical Corps? The moral 
and spiritual value of the chaplain in the 
United States Army is conceded by all hon- 
orable men. A God-fearing soldier is a better 
fighter, a better citizen, and more depend- 
able than a God-less man, who is always 
morally weak or totally non-moral. This bill 
would be in accord with the will of a ma- 
jority of our people.” 

Maj. Edwin S. Bettelheim, jr., FA- 
Res, Adjutant General, Military Order 
of the World War, told the Committee : 

“We are entirely in favor of this bill. We 
can't see any reason why one chief of branch 
or service or department should be discrimi- 
hated against in relation to any other. I am 
also authorized by the legislative counsel of 
the Military Order of Foreign Wars to an- 
hounce their endorsement of the measure.” 

Col. Julian E. Yates, USA-Ret., former 
Chief of Chaplains of the Army, told the 
committee that since his retirement he 
could see things somewhat from the side- 
lines. He declared: 

“I think the chaplain deserves this distine- 
tion because of the equipment—scholastic 
equipment—required of him before he can 
enter the service. He must spend as much 
time in preparation as the technical staff. No 
chaplain can enter the service who has had 





less than 7 years of preparation—4 years in 
college and 3 years in a seminary. I don’t 
think that any other branch of the service has 
higher scholastic requirements.” 


Dr. Rufus W. Weaver, representing the 
Federal Council of Churehes and the 
General Committee of Army and Navy 
Chaplains, told the committee that: 

“Any failure on the part of the Govern- 
ment to recognize the chaplain branch as on 
a parity with other professional branches 
plays into the hands of the critics, since it 
gives them the right to say that in the War 
Department the Chaplains’ Corps is dis- 
credited by being given the lowest place in 
the organization of the Army.” 

Dr. Clifford H. Jope, Chairman of the 
Applications Committee of the Chaplains’ 
Association of the Disciples of Christ, 
pointed out to the committee that the 
Chaplains’ Corps of the Regular Army 
has more commissioned officers than has 
the Chemical Warfare Service, Judge 
Advocate General’s Department, the Ad- 
jutant General's Department and the In- 
spector General's Department, and that 
the Chaplains’ Corps has almost as many 
officers as has the Finance Department. 

It. A. R. Teta, Conn. N. G., National 
Secretary of the United States Army and 
Navy Bandsmen’s Association, testified 
in support of the bill. He said, 

“Gentlemen, under new tables of organiza 
tion just issued, the new regiments will have 
two chaplains assigned to them, instead of 
one. This means that there will be twice as 
many chaplains in the Regular Establishment 
and the National Guard. It means a complete 
reorganization of the Chaplains’ Corps. Why 
not start the reorganization by passing this 
bill, sponsored by Senator Sheppard, giving 
the Chief of Chaplains the same rank as other 
Chiefs of the Service?” 

Senator James J. Davis, of Pa., in a 
letter to Senator Sheppard, expressed the 
hope that the bill would receive favorable 
consideration. 

Mr. J. KE. Nieman, National Adjutant 
and Educational Director, Regular Vet- 
erans’ Association, summed up the sup- 
port of his organization for the bill as 
follows : 

We understand that the War Department 
has entered an adverse report against enact- 
ment of this bill, In going back over the 
history of the Chaplains’ Corps, we find that 
in 1924, in 1925, and again in 1926 the War 
Department urged enactment of bills which 
would grant the rank, pay, and allowances of 
a brigadier general to the Chief of Chaplains. 
Their reversal 12 years later, when the re- 
sponsibilities of this Corps are far greater, 
and the need of their special qualifications far 
more pronounced, than ever before in the his- 
tory of the Nation, is not understandable. 

We do not wish to appear critical of the 
War Department's decision in this instance, 
but we do wish to bring to the attention of 
the committee and the Congress several out- 
standing facts: 

1. Five other branches of the Army do not 
exercise command, yet the chief of the branch 
is a major general, 

2. The Chaplains’ Corps is being singled 
out. 

3. No “special legislation” is being sought, 
as all other branches have what is being 
sought in this bill. 

General Gasser, in his statement, de- 
clared, 

I find myself confronted with a good many 
organizations that are advocating this rank 
of major general for the Chief of Chaplains. 

The War Department’s position has been 
outlined, briefly, in a letter to the chairman 
of this committee. Under date of February 
27, 1939, the Secretary of War, in response 
to the request of the chairman of this com- 
mittee, submitted a report on 8. 853, in which 
it was stated: 

“The War Department is fully appreciative 
of the importance and the value of the reli- 
gious work of the chaplains of the Army, 
but is unable to support the proposed legisla- 
tion on the basis of any military need that 
the Chief of Chaplains should be a major 
general. Neither does it appear that the re 
sponsibilities and duties of the office are co- 
equal with other branches of the service upon 
the chiefs of which are conferred that rank 
during tenure of office.” 

Several bills have been introduced in the 
past, in the House and in the Senate, to give 
the Chief of Chaplains the rank, pay, and 
allowances of a brigadier general. Funda- 
mentally, rank should be accorded commen- 
surate with control requirements. In other 
words, the various graduations in rank should 
be based primarily upon organizational 
needs, including the tactical units to be com- 
manded, the important posts, stations, or es- 
tablishments to be administered, and the im- 
portance or responsibility of the position or 
job held, 

Chaplains exercise no command, and a rank 
is accorded to them primarily to establish 
their right to receive the pay of commissioned 





officers. 

The General Staff has been very consistent 
in its present position. We are conservative, 
as somebody said here today, and I think 
the Congress would like us to be conserva- 
tive. We are trying to build an organization 
in the Army that will pay dollar for dollar 
to the taxpayer. The General Staff has felt 
right along—and most of us are men who 
have served a good deal with troops, and we 
have an intimate association with the work of 
the chaplains—that rank should not be given 
to those who throtighout their service are 
precluded from exercising command. We are 
concerned with the moral as well as the mili 
tary training of the enlisted men, We recog 
nize it as an essential factor in the training 
of men, and we realize that the chaplain does 
fine work with the troops. 

As I said in appearing before committees 
of Congress in the past, it is my certain 
knowledge, in my contacts with the men, that 
the chaplain with his assimilated rank is not 
as close to his enlisted men as he would be 
without the assimilated rank. There is no 
question about that with any men in the 
troops. 

As to the value of the work of the chaplain, 
we all, in the Army, recognize the importance 
of his work, Every regiment wants its chap 
lain, and every regiment needs its chaplain. 
But the question of giving the Chief of Chap 
lains the coordinate rank of officers of other 
arms and services of the Army——-whether the 
Inspector General, Chemical Warfare, the 
Judge Advocate General, or any of those de 
partments mentioned today as having a few 
officers——in no sense measures the responsi 
bility of those officers, 





National Guard Notes 











HE War Department is opposed to 

authorizing any distinctive insignia 
for enlisted men of the National Guard 
who hold commissions in the National 
Guard of the United States. The National 
Guard Association at its convention last 
fall recommended such an insignia, but 
the War Department in an indorsement 
to the Chief of the National Guard 
Bureau wrote as follows: 

“1 The Seeretary of War has carefully 
considered the question of authorizing dis 
tinetive Insignia for enlisted personnel of the 
National Guard who are also commissioned 
and appointed as commissioned officers in 
the National Guard of the United States. A 
similar question arose in the past with ref 
erence to warrant officers and enlisted men 
of the Regular Army who hold Reserve com 
missions. The Secretary of War was of the 
opinion then and is new of the same opinion 
that to mark the fact that the wearer of the 
proposed badge holds a commission in an 
other component of the Army of the United 
States or in the same component under a 
different status while serving as an enlisted 
man would be undesirable, 

“2. The recommendation contained = in 
Resolution No, 46 adopted by the National 
Guard Association in its annual convention 
in San Francisco, California, in’ September 
1938 is therefore not favorably cousidered.” 
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Company F, 1S82nd Infantry, of Walt 
hum, Mass., Capt. Archie J. MeFayden 
commanding, has been awarded the Na 
tional Rifle Trophy for the highest fig 
ure of merit in rifle marksmanship in 
Massachusetts for the year 1938, This is 
the fourth consecutive year that this 
Trophy has been won by Company F.

The President's criticism of the reserve 
pension provision in the Army Expansion 
bill was interpreted by Congress as an 
attack upon a plan under consideration 
to attach a tax relief rider to one of the 
Appropriation bills. The President’s tax 
program for the session is limited to the 
freezing of the social security taxes at 
this year’s level, and the extension by 
resolution of the existing corporation and 
nuisance taxes. Especially among the 
conservative groups of the two Chambers, 
there is a strong sentiment for the re- 
moval of business tax deterrents. De- 
spairing of formulating a tax bill which 
would have Administration support, a 
proposal was made that to prevent a veto 
certain schedules be modified by provi- 
sions incorporated in the Appropriation 
bills. It is said in official circles that if 
this procedure be attempted, the Presi- 
dent will not hesitate to exercise his 
power of disapproval. 

To increase Government revenue, the 
Senate passed the House bill for the 
reciprocal taxation of federal and state 
salaries. 

In order to demonstrate that tax cuts 
can be made, and also to show an ap- 
proach to budget balancing, Congress is 
continuing to chip slightly from most of 
the Treasury estimates. In the matter of 
relief for the current fiscal year, the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee has re- 
ported favorably the House appropriation 
of 100 millions instead of the 150 millions 
sought by the President. The latter is mak- 
ing clear that he has no further intention 
to fight for the sum he regards as needed, 
and that Congress must bear the responsi- 
bility for the social difficulties he fore- 
sees as a result of federal inability to 
eare for all of the unemployed, Dis- 
regarding the President’s proposal for 
authority to inaugurate a cotton export 
subsidy, the Senate passed the Smith bill 
which will permit farmers against whose 
cotton the Government advanced loans of 
9 cents per pound to obtain complete 
ownership of the staple by the payment 
of 5 cents. The disposition in the House 
is to pass the Senate measure, It is esti- 
mated the measure will cost anywhere 
from 60 to 90 millions, and that regimen- 
tation payments will require an annual 
expenditure of 120 millions, There is a 
strong demand in the House for the 
creation of a committee to investigate the 
personnel of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board. A majority of the Rules 
Committee is reported to be in favor of 
a rule for a resolution requiring such in- 
vestigation. 

The Congressional Committee which in- 
vestigated the TVA has divided along 
party lines and brought in two reports. 
The majority report approves practically 
everything done by the Authority. The 
Minority report is sharp with criticism. 
It proposes that the flood control work 
of the Authority be turned over to the 
Army Engineers, and its agricultural 
operations to the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. The investigation settled nothing, 
but was valuable in that it has compelled 
the Authority to be more considerate of 
private utility interests, and to pay a fair 
price for those which it deemes necessary 
to take over. 

During the week, business activity con- 
tinned to sag slowly. This downward 
trend of business and the dangerous 
Kuropean situation are responsible for 
appreciable stock market declines, and 
for the disposition of investors to put 
their surplus capital into bonds, the 
prices of which have risen.

A total of 445 applicants for appoint- 
ment as cadets aboard government 
owned and subsidized merchant vessels 
will take competitive examinations be- 
fore almost that number of civil service 
boards on April 17, it was learned at the 
Maritime Commission today. 

The 445 young mén qualified are all 
that remain of approximately 650 who 
submitted applications, The number was 
a trifle higher than the 400 commission 
officials had estimated would qualify to 
tuke the examination. 

Applicants will be examined in English 
grammar and literature, American his- 
tory, algebra, plane geometry and physics. 
A grade of 70 must be obtained in each 
subject, and the applicants must then 
pass a strict physical examination. 

Appointments to vacancies aboard 
ship will be made from a list which will 
contain in order of rank in the examina- 
tion the highest applicant from each 
Congressional district, provided the 
minimum 70 per cent is made, and every- 
one making a mark higher than the low- 
est man qualified on the Congressional 
district basis. 

It is expected that appointments from 
the list can be made about June or July, 
and that the list will be exhausted about 
the time a new list is created after next 
year’s examinations, so there will be no 
“backlogs” of applicants. 

Those appointed will serve three years 
aboard ship—and possibly one year in 
school ashore if facilities can be obtained 

and will then be permitted to go before 
the Bureau of Marine Inspection and 
Navigation for third officers’ or third as- 
sistant engineers’ licenses, 

In putting the new cadet system into 
operation, Maritime Commission officials 
have been governed by two considera- 
tions: that standards of licensed officers 
should be raised; that means are not 
available for theoretical training. Conse- 
quently those applicants qualified for the 
examinations have met and will meet re- 
quirements stricter than those for ap- 
pointment to Annapolis, New London or 
West Point. 

They have been required to be unmar- 
ried; between 17 and 25 years of age; 
of good moral character, and have 16 
units of work in an accredited school, in- 
cluding two years of foreign language, 
Mnglish, American history, chemistry or 
general science, physics, algebra and 
plane geometry, 

Mortgage Approved 

The Maritime Commission has guar- 
aunteed its second ship mortgage, with the 
upproval this week of the application of 
Municipal Aeceptance Corp., of Chicago, 
for insurance of a ship mortgage under 
title XI of the Merchant Marine Act. 

The mortgage in the amount of $225,- 
000 covers financing of construction of a 
steel, twin serew, Diesel cargo ship for 
the Erie and St. Lawrence Corp., New 
York City. The Maritime Commission is 
responsible to the Chicago financer for 75 
per cent of the mortgage if Erie and St. 
Lawrence Corp, should for any reason be 
unable to meet its obligations, 

Originally bids had been asked by the 
commission on the vessel, for account of 
the carrier, but the lowest bid of $285,- 
OOO received Jan. 24 was considered too 
high by the carrier and bids were re- 
jected. The carrier then determined to 
build its own ship and asked the commis- 
sion to guarantee the construction loan. 

Tithe XI of the act was designed to en- 
able domestic carriers who are not eligi- 
ble for subsidies to obtain funds for ship 
replacements. First mortgage guarantee 
under the act was made in February when 
a $750,000 mortgage for construction of a 
tow boat and 35 barges was guaranteed. 


Military Training for U. K. Seamen 

Attaches’ reports to the Maritime 
Commission here reveal that about 43 per 
cent of British deck officers have com- 
pleted a course in handling of defensive 
urmaments aboard ship. 

Of the deck officers who would handle 
such armaments, 6,436 have received 
training in Part I of the course. Part II, 





open to deck officers, other than masters, 
who have completed Part I has been 
completed by 1,121 officers. 

Crews’ Quarters Committee Formed 

A manning scale and crews’ quarters 
committee has been set up in the Mari- 
time Commission to regularize the fune- 
tions now being performed by the mini- 
mum manning scale and crews’ quarters 
committees, 


The committee will be composed of 
Capt. I. M. Holt, Philip F. King, J. A. 


McKeown and L. R. Sanford, It will 
make all investigations necessary, pre- 
paratory to submitting to the director of 
the Division of Maritime Personnel, rec- 
ommendations for minimum manning 
scales, 

Plans for crews’ quarters on new ves- 
sels to be constructed under the Mer- 
chant Marine Act shall be submitted to 
the committee for comment, and the com- 
mittee shall study substantial changes in 
crews’ accommodations on existing 
vessels, 

“Bank” at Sea 

The House of Representatives Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries Committee 
has reported favorably on a bill permit- 
ting merchant seamen to stipulate in 
their agreements for deposit of a portion 
of their wages in an account opened by 
him at a savings bank or a post office. 

Seamen are now permitted to allot any 
portion of their wages to grand-parents, 
parents, wife, sister or children, and the 
proposed bill would extend that privilege 
to cover deposits of money in banks. 

The Department of Commerce, the 
Maritime Commission, employers’ and 
employees’ groups, and seamen’s welfare 
groups were unanimously in favor of the 
bill.

Podiatry Corps for Navy 

The Secretary of the Navy, in a letter 
to Representative Carl Vinson, Chairman 
of the House Naval Affairs Committee, 
this week recommended against the es 
tublishment of a Chiropody (Podiatry) 
Corps in the Medical Department of the 
Navy. In recommending against enact- 
ment of the proposed legislation, the 
Secretary said: 

Although the care of the feet and the 
proper construction and fitting of shoes of 
naval personnel has been the subject of in 
vestigation and study by oflicers of the Navy 
over a period of many years, no problem ex 
ists in this connection which cannot be met 
by the personnel and facilities of the Medical 
Department of the Navy as it is now consti 
tuted. 

The disabilities resulting from the diseases 
or deformities of the feet of naval personnel 
have not been numerous or of sufficient con 
sequence to be given the particular attention 
of specialists. 

All medical officers of the Navy are trained 
both in podiatry and orthopedic surgery 
Therefore, there is no need for additional per 
sonnel whose training has been limited solely 
to podiatry and whose services necessarily 
would be confined to this one activity. Ap 
pointment of such personnel would merely in 
crease the cost of maintaining and operating 
the Navy without consequent benefit. 

The Navy Department recommends against 
enactment of the bill IIR 4421, 

A similar bill has been introduced to 
establish a Podiatry Corps in the United 
States Army.

Rank for Corps Commanders 
The House Military, Committee, it is 
understood, is planning to give consider- 
ation shortly to the bill introduced by 
Representative Voorhis of California to 
provide the rank and title of lieutenant 
general to commanders of Corps Areas 
and Departments. It was stated at the 
committee this week that the views of the 
War Department on the proposal have 
been requested. 

It is considered quite probable that the 
Department, in view of the importance 
being placed upon the commanders of the 
four armies, may suggest that these com- 
manders, rather than all the corps 
area Commanders, be given the advanced 
rank, 





Transfers to Air Corps 

The War Department announced this 
week that a reasonable number of trans- 
fers to the Army Air Corps from other 
branches of the Army are considered 
beneficial, both in order to give qualified 
enlisted men now in the Army an oppor- 
tunity to participate in the training and 
advancement which will be available in 
the augmented Air Corps, and to provide 
a reasonable number of trained soldiers 
to facilitate the Air Corps training pro- 
gram. 

Transfers will be made in the grade of 
private; applicant must not have passed 
his 36th birthday; at least a high school 
education or its equivalent; character, 
excellent; at least two years to serve on 
current enlistment; discharge and re- 
enlistment will be authorized in the event 
soldier has less than two years to serve 
op current enlistment. 





Restrict Army Dispensary 

Considerable discussion has arisen in 
Washington over the issuance of orders 
by the War Department transferring to 
Walter Reed Hospital the Dispensary 
which has been in the Munitions building 
for many years. It was learned this week 
that announcement will be made shortly 
thet the Munitions Building Dispensary 
will be retained, but will be restricted 
solely to officers and men on active duty 
and that families of service personnel 
and officers and men on the retired list 
will have to go to Walter Reed for treat- 
ment. The opposition to the move was 
based on the grounds that the street car 
ride to Walter Reed Hospital and the 
necessary long walk from the gate to 
the proposed dispensary is toe much of a 
burden for the older and less physically 
able retired personnel and their families. 


WEST POINT ATHLETICS 

West Point, N. Y.--With Army’s indoor 
polo team winning the intercollegiate in- 
door championships in’ New York, the 
gymnasts capturing individual crowns on 
the horizontal and parallel bars, the side- 
horse, und rope climb, as well as the all- 
round individual championship at the 
Eastern Intercollegiate Gymnastic Tour- 
nament at Princeton, and the fencing 
team taking second place at the annual 
Intercollegiate Fencing Associations 
Championships Tournament, held in New 
York City, Army's indoor athletic sched 
ule came to an end Saturday, after one of 
the most successful seasons in the Acad- 
emy’'s history. 

Playing against Yale University in the 
polo tinals, Army’s well-balanced team of 
Jack Christian at No. 1, Bill West at No. 
2, and Fred Boye, at No. 3, went into the 
game with Yale a slight favorite, owing 
to an earlier victory of the Elis in an 
exhibition game, when Yale had beaten 
the cadets with an exciting last minute 
goal. Tlowever, Army turned the tables 
on the Elis, when Bill West broke up a 7-7 
tie with five minutes to play, the cadets 
protecting their dead through the remain- 
der of a brilliant chukker, 

The scoring was evenly divided as far 
as Army was concerned, Christian and 
West getting three each, and Boye two. 
For Yale, Mott Wooley, Eli back, ae- 
counted for three, with Collister Johnson, 
at No. 1, and Alan Corey at No. 2, getting 
leach. The other points came on a pen- 
alty and a pony goal, 

Army took a 3-2 lead at the end of the 
first chukker and increased its advan- 
tase to 5-3 at half time. The third chuk- 
ker saw both teams going hard and fast, 





West making it 6-83 with a nearside back- 
hand almost the length of the hall. How- 
ever, Wooley put through a foul attempt, 
und Christian was penalized for standing 
across the line of the ball. Christian 
made up for this with a backhander, only 
to have Johnson knock in a short shot at 
the bell. Yale staged a poweful offense 
to start the final chukker, and rang up 
three tallies quickly, and when Wooley’s 
pony kicked the ball home, the score was 
tied. West then came through with a long 
shot, and, riding off Johnson, stroked the 
rebound through the posts. Yale had the 
tying score in front of the goal several 
times before the game ended, but Army’s 
furious defense was too much for the 
Elis. 

At Princeton, Cadet Bob Sears, Army 
captain, bested the East’s best gymnasts 
to win the all ’round individual cham- 
pionship with first place on the hori- 
zontal and parallel bars, and a third on 
the flying rings. Sears scored 1,421 
points to capture the crown, second place 
going to Temple’s Dave Danser with 1,- 
334. Sears, who was last year’s in- 
dividual champion on the parallel bar, re- 
tained his individual title in that event, 
aus well as capturing the horizontal bar 
crown. With Whalen taking first honors 
on the side horse, and Belardi winning 
the rope climb, Army brought home five of 
the seven titles at stake. Belardi won the 
rope climb in 3.9 seconds, a tenth of a see- 
ond off of his world’s championship time, 
made in the Temple meet. In addition 
John Wohner took third place on the side 
horse, with Krauss winning the fourth 
place medal. Richardson took a third 
place medal in the rope climb, and Frost 
a fourth place on the horizontal bar. 

At the fencing tournament, the cadets 
took second place to Navy, with 64% 
points to the Midshipmen’s 754%. Co- 
lumbia captured third place, with New 
York University fourth. Other entries in 
the tournament, were Yale, Harvard, 
Princeton, CCNY, Cornell, M..LT., Penn- 
sylvania, and Hamilton. Cadet Salva- 
tore Manzo of Brooklyn, New York, took 
individual championship honors in the 
Class A epee events, winning 8 of his 11 
bouts, and Dalziel won the class © saber 
individual honors, taking 9 out of ten. 


Intramural Athletic Activities at 
West Point 

Spring intramural sports activities 
will commence at West Point on April 13, 
with the formation of company squads in 
Cross-Country, Golf, Gymnastics, Soccer, 
Softball, Swimming (water soecer), Ten- 
nis, Volley Ball, and Special Exercises. 
The intramural activities will alternate 
with military drill, and will see one half 
of the Corps of Cadets participating in 
some form of athletics every afternoon, 
except Wednesday, Saturday, and Sun- 
day until June 2nd. 

Army's Football Squad Out of Doors for 
Spring Training 

Coach Bill Wood was able to get the 
seventy candidates for next fall’s foot- 
ball team, who have reported for spring 
practice, out in the open on Michie 
Stadium’s gridiron for the first time on 
Saturday, and the Army Mentor lined up 
four teams in a long scrimmage to cele- 
brate the opportunity. Wood started 
spring practice early this year, taking ad- 
vantage of the facilities of the huge field 
house, and has had the members of the 
squad, most of whom are members of last 
fall’s plebe team, for the last four weeks. 
The practice will last one more week, and 
then will stop in order that the football- 
ers may participate in spring athleties if 
they desire. 

Wood and his assistants, Captains 
Blondy Saunders and Charlie Born, and 
Lieutenant Harvey Jablonsky, have been 
giving the varsity aspirants a thorough 
going over as far as fundamentals are 
concerned, and have also given them play 
assignments, so that now they are out in 
the open they will be able to scrimmage 
every day. The Army coach is watching 
with great interest the various plebes, 
who have been recommended as possible 
varsity material, as he has had no oppor- 
tunity to observe their abilities hereto- 
fore. Ife is particularly interested, as it 
is going to be necessary to fill in a num- 
ber of holes left vacant by members of 
this year’s graduating class. With Wood- 
row Wilson, Huey Long, Jim Schwenk, 





and Syd Martin, gone from the backfield, 
and Riggs Sullivan, John Samuel, Jock 
Dobson, John McDavid, and Ben Bailey, 
missing from the wings, he must look for 
almost an entire new group of backs and 
winks. However, he is not as worried 
with this problem as he is with the center 
of the line, where, Moose Mather, Tackle, 
Rob Little, Tom Davis, Maurice Miller, 
Mel Engstrom and Harold Brown, guards, 
will be missing. 

In the backfield, Art Frontezak, Jim 
Dubuisson, Bill Kelleher, and Ken Due 
form a nucleus, about which the Army 
mentor can assemble a number of 
plebes who have shown talent. Maupin 
and Hatch have both shown abilities in 
this department and brown, a yearling, 
who has come up with talent in the 
triple threat position, is also a possibility. 
As ends, Adams, and Yeager, will both 
still be available, and Grygiel and Hut- 
son, yearlings, ineligible last year, will 
strengthen the position. Wood has 
moved Ev Light from tackle to guard, 
and with Milner he will have two guards 
who can be counted on to fill that slot. 
Rooney and Hennessee are plebes who 
have shown ability in this position. 

Roland Logan, former University of 
Kansas athlete, and head trainer at the 
University of Pittsburgh, has been en- 
gaged by the Army Athletic Association, 
West Point, N. Y., to act as Head Trainer 
of the Army athletic squads, according to 
an announcement by Lt. Col. Louis E, 
Ilibbs, Graduate Manager of Athletics. 

Mr. Logan who will report here imme- 
diately to take over the position, gradu- 
ated from the University of Kansas in 
1930, when he received his Bachelor of 
Science degree on Physical Education. 
Upon his graduation he accepted a posi- 
tion as Head Coach and Assistant Foot- 
ball Coach at the University of Kansas, 
remaining there until 1933, when he ac- 
cepted a similar position at George 
Washington University. In 1935, he be- 
came Head Trainer of the Boston Red 
Sox of the American Baseball League, 
occupying that position until 1938, when 
he was engaged by the University of 
Pittsburgh as Head Trainer and Instrue- 
tor. He has taught Athletic Injuries and 
Physical Education at all three of the 
Universities with which he has been con- 
nected. 

In addition to his regular activities, Mr. 
Logan has been Glenn Cunningham’s 
trainer and physical advisor intermit- 
tently for the last nine years, spending 
part of the winter of 1937 in Florida 
with the famous runner, prior to his 
greatest indoor season. 





Reserve Pension Provisions 

President Roosevelt, in signing the Air 
Corps Expansion bill this week, chastised 
Congress for attaching to it the “rider” 
giving personnel of the National Guard 
and the Reserves the same benefits and 
privileges for disability, injury or death 
incurred on active duty periods of more 
than 30 days. 

“The question,” the President said, “is, 
of course, open to full and adequate 
study, but it seems a pity that without 
this study this clause, which will cost 
the Government a large sum of money, 
has been tacked on to an emergency de- 
fense measure to which it has no relation- 
ship whatsoever.” 

He said he was calling attention to the 
“rider” because leaders of both parties 
have been trying to stop the practice of 
attaching amendments on bills that have 
no relation to each other. The amendment 
in question, he asserted, would cost the 
Government $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 a 
year, and under it “any civilian, under 
certain circumstances would get the same 
disability retirement privileges as those 
whose whole time is in the Government 
service.” 





Reservists Die as Wasp is 
Launched 

Tragedy struck during the launching 
April 4 of the Aircraft Carrier Wasp at 
Quincy, Mass., when two Naval Reserve 
scout bombers crashed in mid-air and 
plummetted to earth, killing two officers 
and two men. 

The crews of the planes had time to 
bail out after the crash, but rode to their 





deaths rather than permit their planes 
to fall into the crowd gathered to watch 
the launching of the USS Wasp or strike 
the gasoline tanks of the nearby plant 
of Cities Service Co. 

The planes crashed into two dwellings 
in Braintree a quarter mile apart, burst- 
ing into flames and igniting the houses, 
A third house was damaged by one of the 
planes, but occupants of all three dwell- 
ings escaped injury. 

Six planes took off from Squantum 
Naval Air Station and, passing over the 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding plant, where 
the Wasp was being launched, were 
changing from echelon to “V” formation 
at a height of 1,500 feet when the crash 
occurred, 

A 25-mile side wind was believed to 
have caused the two planes to crash to- 
gether. 

Those killed were: Lt. Comdr. Waldo 
II. Brown, 43, of Milton; Aviation Cadet 
Elisworth Benson, 26, of Newton; Avia- 
tion Chief Carpenter’s Mate Walter 
Kirk, 40, of Quincy, and Aviation Chief 
Machinist’s Mate John Ausiello, 35, of 
Revere. 

A Naval board of inquiry will be 
named to investigate the cause of the 
accident und to fix damages to the three 
houses.

Report Service Funds 

The Senate Appropriations committee 
yesterday reported out the Second De- 
ficiency bill. No changes were made in 
the items for critical equipment for the 
Army under the President’s national De- 
fense program. The committee however, 
reduced the $600,000 item for experimen- 
tal work on rotary wing aircraft and 
“other types” to $300,000 and restricted 
it solely to rotary wing aircraft. Navy 
funds were increased by $172,000, of 
which $47,000 was for surveys of bases 
recommended in the Hepburn report, and 
the balance for the Naval Radio Station 
at Annapolis, which had been stricken 
from the bill by the House. 





Wins USMA Appointment 

Private Walter Richard ‘Taliaferro, 
member of Ilq. and Iq. Squadron, The 
Air Corps Advanced Flying School, at 
Kelly Field, Texas, was the recent recipi- 
ent of his appointment as principal ap- 
pointee for admission to the United States 
Military Academy at West Point, N. Y. 
The appointment was tendered by Repre- 
sentative Brent Spence, of Kentucky, 4s 
the result of Taliaferro winning a com- 
petitive civil service examination con- 
ducted at Ft. Thomas, Ky., last November. 

This industrious young soldier, who is 
21 years of age, is the son of Lt. Col. 
Lucien Hl. Taliaferro, USA-Ret., and Mrs. 
L. H. Taliaferro, of Ft. Thomas, Ky., and 
309 Joliet St., San Antonio, Tex. 





USS Constellation 

The Navy Department this week, in a 
letter to Representative Carl Vinson, 
Chairman of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, recommended against the en- 
actment of legislation providing for the 
restoration of the frigate Constellation 
and the preservation of the ship as a na- 
tional museum near Ft. McHenry, Balti- 
more, Md. 

The Secretary of the Navy said that the 
cost of restoring the vessel would be $1,- 
626,000, and that the annual upkeep 
would be $25,000. Commenting on a pro- 
vision of the bill which authorizes the 
Secretary of the Navy to accept publie 
donations for the work, the Navy Depart- 
ment said, “It is extremely doubtful if 
any appreciable share of the costs will be 
received from such a source. Experience 
with the USS Constitution has show? 
that after money is once appropriated by 
the Government for such purposes, Pt 
vate donations practically cease.”
